The Central Government being of opihion that an 
industrial dispute exists between the employers in 


relation to the management of M/s. Mysore Minerals 
Limited, Bangalore, and their workmen in respect of thg 
matters specified in the schedule annexed to the Order 
of reference duted 17th September, 197 L referred the 
said dispute to this Tribunal tor adjudication in exer- 
cise of the powers conferred by section 7A and clause 
(d) of sub-section (1) of Section 10 of the Industrial 
Disputes Act, 1947 (Central Act 14 of 1947). The points 
of dispute scheduled In the order of reference are 
these: — 

"1. Whether the management ol Messrs Mysore 
Minerals Limited, Bangalore, is justified in 
terminating the services of Shri C. K. Seetha- 
ram. with effect from the 10th June, 1970, 
keeping his juniors still jn service and without 
payment of retrenchment compensation? If 
not to what relief Is the workman entitled? 

2. Whether the demand of Shri C. K. Seetharam, 
for payment of bonus for the year ending 31st 
March, 1970 I s justified? If so, to what relief 
ts the workmen entitled?” 

2. On receipt of the above reference, it was taken on 
the tile ol this Tribunal as Reference No. 7/1971 (Cen- 
tral)- Notice ol the dispute ‘Was issued to both the 
parties who entored appearance and filed their respec- 
tive statement of demands. 

3. The I Party in hi a statement has urged as follows: 

The II Party is engaged in the business of mining 
non-ferrous and ferrous minerals. It owns several 
mines all over the State of Mysore. It mines the mine- 
ral., like manganese, Kaolin etc., and sell them. It 
has about 900 to 1,000 workmen under its employ. The 
I Parly joined the II Party as a Manager with effect 
from 21st September, 1967. It was a temporary 
appointment. Later the Chairman of the II Party 
invited applications for the post of Foreman etc. The 
I Party was also an applicant for the post of Mihe 
Foreman. He was called for an interview by the Chair- 
man who has appointed him a s Foreman in the com- 
pany. H e was to be on probation lor one year. On 
completion of the probationary period he was absorbed 
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as Foreman with effect from 1st December, 1968. In 
the years 1963 and I960 he worked at different places. 
By a letter dated 22nd December, 1969 the Chairman 
directed him to work as Transport in-charge looking 
after the transport of ore af Haranahalli ul Manganese 
Mines, lie applied "for leave on 27th March, 1970 and 
leave was sanctioned to him from 1st April, 1970 to 
25th April, 1970. Abruptly On 9th June, 1070 the 
Managing Director of the II Party issued a memo to 
him intimating that his services were no longer re- 
quired and stood terminated with immediate effect- It 
was also stated that he would be paid one month’s 
wages. However he was not paid on e month’s wages 
in lieu of notice immediately thereafter. Aggrieved by 
the decision of the II Party In terminating the services 
of the I Party raised an industrial dispute before the 
Assistant Labour Commissioner (Central). The Assist- 
ant Labour Commissioner (Central) held conciliation 
proceedings but it ended in failure. Thereafter the 
Central Government made the present reference to this 
Tribunal for adjudication. He has contended finally 
that the termination is illegal and unjust and is liable 
to be set aside. He has also claimed bonus for the 
year ending 31st March, 1970. 

4. The II Party has filed a tengthy objection raising 
several grounds opposing the claim of the I Party, a 
detailed reference to it would be unnecessary in the 
circumstances of the case. 

5- On the pleadings of the part-’es. the following 
Issues in addition to the points of dispute scheduled in 
the order of reference were framed. 

“1. Whether the termination o£ the services of the 
I Party is arbitrary and capricious and a 
colourable exercise of power s to teiminate? 

2. Whether the order of termination is by way of 
retrenchment? 

3. Whether the order of termination is invalid 
and in-operalivc since it was passed by the 
Managing Director? 

4. Whether the retrenchment is violative of Sec. 
25F and 25G of the Industrial Disputes A-t, 
1947? 

5. Whether the order of termination is contrary 

to law since pay in lieu of notice was not paid 
Immediately? 

6 . Whether the order of termination is by way of 
punishment? 

7. Whether the termination of th c service of the 1 
Party was in accordance with the terms of his 
employment? 

8 . Whether the bonus for the year ended 31-3-1970 
has since paid to the I Partv? 

9. Wholher the I Party is estopped from making 

a claim for reinstatement a s pleaded by the IT 
Party? 

It!. Whoher the I Party was not a workmnn within 
the meaning of the provisions of the Industrial 
Disputes Act. 1947 on the grounds urged in 
para 10 of Ihe statement of reminder Med by 
the II Party? 

11. Whether the reference for adjudication Is 
Incompetent? 

12. Whether the termination of service is a dis- 
charge slmplicitor and not a> retrenchment: if 
so. whether the provisions contained in Chapter 
VA of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 are 
not applicable? 

13. To what reliefs the parties are entitled?’’ 

fl. When thc matter is pending enquiry, the parties 
filed a .Tm'nt Memo dated 29th September, 1972 request- 
ing the Tribunal to pass an award in terms of the com- 
promise arrived at between the parties as incorporated 
in the memo in question- I hdve persued the terms of 
the compromise incorporated in Joint Memo and having 


persued the same I am satisfied that the terms cl 
promise are just and proper and would bring harmoni- 
ous relationship between the management and its em- 
ployees. In that view I accept tire memo of compromise 
filed by the parties and proceed to make an ward in 
terms thereof. 

7. In the result, 1 pass an award in terms of the 
memo of compromise dated 29-9-1972 and direct that 
it shall b e annexed to this award and form part 
thereof.

AWARD 

The Present reference arises put of Order No. L/2012/ 
137 / 71-LRII dated New Delhi, the 29th December, 
1971 passed by the Central Government in respect of an 
industrial dispute between the parties mentioned above. 
The subject matter of the dispute has been specified in 
the schedule to the said order and the said schedule 
runs as follows: — - 

"Whether the management of Saunrla Colliery of 
National Coal Development Corporation Ltd. 
Post Office Saunda, District Hazaribagh was 
jutified in terminating the services of Shri 
Balbukund Mlstry, a Survey Mazdoor, with 
effect the 20th April, 1970? If not, to what 
relief is the workman entitled " 

2. The point for determination is whether the man- 
agement was justified in terminating the services of 
the concerned workman, Balmukund Mistry with effect 
from the 20th April, 1970. Having regard to the scope 
of the reference an award is to made on the footing 
that the services of the concerned workman were ter- 
minated with effect from the 20th April. 1970. 

The order of termination duted 20th April, 1970 
addressed to the concerned workman runs thus: "It is 
reported that you are absenting yourself from duty for 
a long time without authorisation.’’ 

As you have absented for more than 10 days you have 
lost lien of your services under clause (e) of para 10 
ot the Certified Standing Orders as applicable to N. C. 
D. C. You may collect your dues if any from the 
cashier on any working day during office hours." This 
letter does not sav in so many words that the service- 
ot the concerned workman have been terminated with 
ell “ft from 20th April, 1970, This letter simply says 
that Ihe concerned workman has lost his ben on his 
appointment by being absent for more than 10 days. 
If a workman loses his lien he ceases to be an em- 
ployee. There is no question of terminating his service 
by an order of the management. This letter dated 20th 
April, 1970 was undoubtedly issued on the footing that 
the concerned workmen had ceased to be an employee 
of the company by heing absent for more than 10 days. 
This letter does hot say from what date he ceased lo 
tie an employee. This letter merely drew the attention 
of the concerned workmen to the fact that he had 
'■eased to be an employe by reason of his abspnee for 
more than 10 days. L cannot be construed to be a 
Utter terminating his services with effect from 20th 
April, 1970. It may. therefore, be legitimately argued 
that no order was passed bv the management termina- 
ting the services of the conc^rnec workmen with effect. 
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iivmi Jtibi April, 197U, But there is no scope ior such 
argument, having regard lo Lhe iorm in which the 
relereuce has bean mane. As staled above, 1 must 
proceed on tne rooting that the services oi tile concern- 
ed wdrKman were terminated with ehect from 20th 
Apri., 11) i0 1 am only to see whether such termination 
was justiiled. 

4. it nas been admitted uy workmen m their written 
statement that the concerned workman was arrested by 
ttic police and was detained in the Central Jail Hazari- 
hatth hum iULh March, 1070 to 18th May, 1970 and that 
his services were terminated by the Dr. Superintendent 
or Colliery, Saunda with effect from 20th April, 1970 
during the period or his deiicntioii on the ground 
of absence from duty, 

5. It is thereiore not disputed by Lhe workmen t _ul 
the concerned workman was absent trom duty from 
lOLu March, 1970 to 20lh April, 1970 aud that he was 
detained in the Central Jail, Hazaribagh during that 
period. There is however nothing on record lo show 
that any chargeshest was issued to Lhe concerned 
workman charging him with absence withouL leave or 
tiuiL any domestic enquiry was held before terminating 
his sei vice. So the point at issue bails down to this : 
was the management jus lined in terminating the ser- 
vices oi concerned workman on the ground of absence 
■without holding any domestic enquiry? 

tt. The order of terminating dated 20tli April, 1970 
has been challenged by the workmen on various gro- 
unds, Let me examine them one after another. The 
first ground is that the concerned workman has not 
committed any misconduct under the Certtllod Stand- 
ing Orders. Standing Order No. 17 says inter-alia that 
the general meaning of misconduct. The enumerations 
in Standing Order No. 17 are not exhaustive. The 
concerned workman is certainly guilty of misconduct 
by reason of ills long absence without leave. The 
workmen too havestated in para 5 of their written 
a workman may lie dismissed without notice if he is 
found to he gut.t.y of misconduct. It further says that 
without prejudice to the general meaning of miscon- 
duct the following acts and omissions shall be treated 
as misconduct. Several items of misconduct from (u> 
to (zi) have been enumerated thereafter. Habitual 
absence without leave or without sufficient cause is a 
misconduct uhder clause (d) of standing order no. 17. 
It is not the case of the management that the concerned 
workman is guilty of habitual absence without leave. 
Therefore caluse (d) does not apply to him. But that 
is not the end of the matter. Absence without leave 
for more than a month is certainly a misconduct within 
statement that the services of the concerend workman 
were terminated by way of punishment Cor a mis- 
conduct. 

7, The second ground oi attack is that it is a case 
of automatic removal from service. I have already 
indicated that the way in which the question has been 
framed by the order of reference precludes me from 
considering an attack of this nature. 

8. The other grounds of attack are as follows: (a) that 
the concerned workman has not been given any re- 
asonable opportunity to deny his guilt and establish his 
innocence: (b) that his service has been terminated 
without any charge framed against him: (c) that the 
order of termination contravenes the provisions of 
the certified standing orders; and (d) that the principles 
of natural justice have not been followed. 

The contention that the order of termination contra- 
venes the provisions of the certified standing orders 
cannot be accepted, because standing order No. 17 
begins by saying that a workman may be dismissed 
or otherwise punished if he is found to be guilty of 
misconduct. He has been found to be guilty of mis- 
conduct viz. absence for more than a month without 
leave: hence the order of termination is in accordance 
with the provisions of the standing orders. The other 


uiree contentious uoti down lo this, namely, Ural the 
oiuer oi termination is oad as it was passed without 
any domestic enquiry on the basis of a enarge sheet. 
According to Lie wommeu fu.l opportunity snouiu 
have oeen given to tne workmen eoneerned to delend 
ujmself m a lormaliy conducted departmental enquiry 
on tne oasis oi a enurgesiieei. i cannot accept tin 
argument of the workmen on this point in view oi Uie 
principles laid down by the Supreme Court in Burn 
ac Co., Caicuttu v. Their Employees, 1957 (.1) L.L.J. 22U 
and in Indian Iron & Steel Co. Ltd., and another V. 
Their workmen, 1958 (I) L.L.J. 200. In lhe case of 
Burn & Co., the leading case on this point one Ashima- 
nanda Banerjee was arrested under the West Bengal 
Security Act and detained in jail from January 25, 
1949 to April 5, 1949. The company terminated his 
services on April 22, 1949, on the ground ol continued 
absence. Tile Appellate Tribunal ordered his reinstate- 
ment on the ground that he had been discharged with- 
out a charge and without holding an enquiry. The 
Supreme Court set aside the order of the Appellate 
Tribunal and upheld Lhe order of termination wit.i lhe 
following observations: “We are unable to accept this 
decision. The ground of discharge is the continued 
absence of the employee, and his inability to do work, 
and it is difficult to see what purpose would be served 
by a formal charge being delivered to him and what 
conceivable answer he could give thereto. The order 
of the Appel. ate Tribunal is manifestly erroneous and 
must be set aside”. The fact of that case are almost 
oil all fours with those of the case I am considering. 
Here also the ground of discharge is the continued 
absence of the concerned workman and his inability 
to do work. The concerned workman was in jail from 
10th March, 1.970 to 18th June, 1970 and the workman 
in the case ot Burn & Co., was in jail from 25ttl 
.fanuary, 1949 to 5th April, 1949. There is no reason 
why the principles laid down in that case should not 
lie applied to the case under consideration. 

9. In the second case cited above, namely Indian 
Iron & Steel Co., Ltd., Vs. Their Workmen, the facts 
are sllght.y different. There on diverse dates between 
July 15, 1963 and July 10, 1953 seven workmen were 
taken in custody by the police and remanded in cus- 
tody for some time, they applied for leave while in 
custody but leave was retused. They remained absent 
tor 14 consecutive days without permission. Their 

services wore therefore terminated in accordance with 
standing order no. 9 of the Company which provided 
inter-alia as follows: "Any worker who is absent for 
14 consecutive days without permission will be auto- 
matically discharged”. The order of termination was 
challenged on the ground that the company should 
have allowed the application for leave. The Supreme 
Court however upheld the order of termination with 
the following observations: '“The same principle (as 
laid down in the case of Burn & Co.) should apyl 
in the present case. It is true that the arrested men 
were not In a position to come to their work, because 
they had been arrested by the police. This may be 
unfortunate for them; but it would lie unjust to hold 
that in such circumstances the company must always 
the workmen are arrested by the police are ultimately 
give leave when an application for leave is made .... 

It Is immaterial whether the charges on which 

proved or not in a Court of law It may 

he readily accepted that if the workmen are arrested 
at lhe instance of the company for the purpose of 
victimisation and in order to get rid M them on the 
ostensible pretext of continued absence the position will 
be different”. Standing Order No. 17(g) applicable to 
the workman concerned runs thus: ‘'Notwithstanding 
anything mentioned above, any workman who remains 
absent without reasonable cause will render himself 
liable for disciplinary action”. On the principle laid 
down in the case of Indian Iron & Steel Co, Ltd., 1 958 
(I) L.L.J. 2fi0 it may be said that the concerned work- 
man remained absent without reasonab’e cause Rod 
thereby he rendered himself liable for disciplinary 
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action. Detention in jail cannot be tegarded as a 
reasonable cause for absence. 

10. The workmen reliel upon the decision of the 
Supreme Court in Calcutta Dock Labour Board Vs. 

,1 attar Imam, lUtiii (II) L.L.J. 112 in support 01 their 
contention that lire order ol termination is liable to 
be set aside. In that case J attar Imam and two oLhers 
were detained without trial under the Preventive 
Detention Act, 1950 on the ground that they were guilty 
ol vollent and riolious behaviour and that taey had 
committed assault, On their representation their 
cases were referred to the Advisory Board and on the 
adverse report ol the Board their detention was conti- 
nued lor about 11 months. On their release the Dock 
Labour Board terminated their services after a domes- 
tic enquiry on the ground that they had been detained 
for acts prejudicial to the maintenance of public order. 
Iu the domestic enquiry the workmen were not given 
notice of any specific allegations made against them 
and no evidence was ed in the enquiry at all. Only 
the detention orders under the Preventive Detention 
Act were produced. The entire proceedings rested on 
the detention order and the orders of termination also 
founded oti the detention order. The Supreme Court 
set aside the orders terminating their services on the 
ground that the relevant statutory provisions were not 
compiled with and also on the ground that the princi- 
ples of natural iustice were not followed. In the case 
which I am considering the services of the concerned 
workman were terminated not on the ground ol b 
detention In jail but on the ground of continued ab 
sence without leave. In that case a domestic enquiry 
did take place but the principles of natural justice 
were not followed. In the present case, as shown 
above, there was ro necessity of holding any domestic 
enmilry, which would have been an unnecessary for- 
mality. Therefore, in my opinion, the principles laid 
down in that case have no application to the facts of 
Ihe present, case. 

11. In the result my award Is that the management of 
Saunda Colliery was justified In terminating the ser- 
vices of Shrl Balmukund Mistry with effect from 20th 
April, 1970, and that he Is not entitled to any relief as 
against the management, 

12. Let a copy of this award be forwarded to the 
Central Government under section 15 of the Industrial

"Whether the action of the management of Ban- 
kola Colliery of Messrs Burrakar Coal Com- 
pany Limited, Post Office Ukhra, District 
Burdwan in demoting Shri Khalil Khan from 
the post of Driller to that of Drill Mazdoor 
with effect from the 29th November, 1970, was 
justified? If not, to what relief is the work- 
man entitled?” 

2, The reference was received on 20th October 1970 
and notices were issued upon the parties to file their 
respective statement of case within a fortnight. On 
23rd November 1971 the management prayed for ex- 
tension of time which was allowed. On 15th April 
1972 the management filed its written statement with- 
out showing any cause for the delay. It was asked to 
show cause for the delay. On 19th April 1972 the 
written statement of the workmen was received but 
its verification was not according to law, and the 
union was asked to verify the same within a fort- 
night. The management on 28th April 1972 applied 
for condoning the delay In filing the written state- 
ment. Cause having been found to be adequate the 
delay was condoned and the written statement was 
accepted. On 1st May 1972 the parties were directed 
to take all steps for production of documents etc., and 
for all other ancillary steps for making the case ready 
for hearing. The workmen again filed a written 
statement on 22nd May 1972 but with defective verifi- 
cation and was asked to verify the same before the 
adjudication commences. On 31st July 1972 the date 
for fixing a date for peremptory hearing was fixed on 
16th August 1972. On 16th August 1972 both the par- 
ties appeared and the case was fixed on 26th Septem- 
ber, 1972 for peremptory hearing. On 17th August 
1972 the union representing the workman objected to 
the appearance of a legal practitioner on behalf of 
the management and on the final date of hearing no 
Advocate appeared for the management and the man- 
agement was represented by its Personnel Officer 
while the union by its General Secretary. 

3. In its written statement the management among 
other things contends that the workman Khalil Khan 
was employed all along as a drill mazdoor in the 
colliery and was not promoted to the post of a driller 
at any point of time. Therefore, the question of his 
having had been demoted from the post of a driller to 
that of a drill mazdoor with effect from 29th Novem- 
ber 1970. as stated in the reference, was not correct. 
One Baleswar Barai working as a driller resigned. 
Pending appointment of a driller in his place, the 
management asked Khalil Khan to act as a drilelr for 
the week ending on 28th November 1970. It was 
found that Khalil Khan the workman was not compe- 
tent to act as a driller and he was taken back to his 
original job as a drill mazdoor. One Sri Basu Paswan 
who was already in category IV as Coal Cutting 
Machine Mazdoor and who was an extra hand was 
smoointed as driller which job also falls in category 
fV. Management has the derogative to place any 

employee whom it considers fit in any job so lonr as 
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the management acts bonafide and in accordance with 
Jaw. The union cannot have any grievance on that 
score. Khalil Khan was directed to act ns a driller as 
a stop-gap arrangement and his acting as such does 
not comer any right in him to claim the post of a 
driller as a matter of right. 

4. The union representing the workman in para- 
graph 3 of its written statement states that one Bales- 
war Barai, Driller of Bankola colliery resigned with 
e.lect from 21st November 1970, and after the resig- 
nation of the said Barai the workman Khalil Khan was 
allowed to work as a drillen Sri Khalil Khan work- 
ed as a driller about three weeks ana after three 
weeks the management stopped Sri Khalil Khan from 
working as driller. The workman, Sri Khalil Khan, 
requested the management to continue him to work 
as a driller. The reason for stoppage of work as a 
driller of Sri Khalil Khan was not known to the 
workman. One Basu Paswan was working as a C.C. 
Machine Mazdoor and the said Paswan was trans- 
ferred by the management to Jharia Coalfield on 
8th October 1970, Sri Paswan was not willing to work 
al Jharia Coalfield. The said Paswan requested toh 
management to give him alternative job in the Ban- 
kola Colliery. After receiving the petition of Sri 
Paswan the management issued another letter to Sri 
Paswan and allowed him to work as a trammer. The 
management stated in his letter to Paswan that, terms 
and condition applicable to trammer will be appli- 
cable to Sri Paswan. Sri Paswan accepted the terms 
and conditions and joined as trammer. The work- 
man, Sri Khalil Khan, has taken the leading part in 
trade union activities and organised his co-workers. 
The workman protested with his co-workers before 
the management to implement the Wage Board re- 
commendation and to pay the wages of Category II of 
Wage Board Recommendation. The workman with 
his co-workers approached before the management in 
the 1st week of November 1970 and requested the 
management to pay them of Category II of W. B. 
Recommendations where the management is/was 
paying the wages in category I as General Mazdoor. 
The drill mazdoor are in Category II of W. B, Re- 
commendation. Selection of Paswan from the tram- 
mer cadre to driller cadre disregarding the claim of 
28 workmen working as drill mazdoors was vialafide 
on the part of the management. Khalil Khan by re- 
gistered letter dated 26th April 1971 requested the 
management to consider the matter and continue him 
to work as a driller. The management replied to that 
letter of the workman informing that a permanent 
workman of the same category had been put to work 
as a driller. Basu Paswan was working as a trammer 
in category III and the transfer of Basu Paswan from 
category III to category IV as a driller was not justi- 
fied. The union took up the cause of the workman who 
is a member of the union and raised the dispute before 
the Assistant Labour Commissioner, Ranigani. There 
was a conciliation proceeding which ultimately ended 
in a failure. The union prays that an award be passed 
directing the employer to allow the workman Khalil 
Khan to work as a driller and pay all wages and other 
mandatory benefits of driller and for such other relief 
or reliefs as the nature of the case may require. 

5. From the pleadings it will appear that the man- 
agement's case is that on the resignation of a perma- 
nent driller a vacancy arose. Pending appointment of 
a suitable hand in the vacancy caused by the resigna- 
tion of Baleswar Barai a stop gap arrangement was 
made allowing driller mazdoor workman Khalil Khan 
temporarily for a week to work as a driller, Khalil 
Khan’s work was found not satisfactory. So, a new 
hand was appointed as a driller. The union’s case is 
that Khalil Khan was allowed to work as a driller 
and he worked for three weeks. Therefore, the ques- 
tion arises whether Khalil Khan, a drill mazdoor was 
permanently appointed as such by the management of 
the colliery and working as such for 17 years, was 
promoted by the management to the post of a driller 
The management's case Is he was allowed to work as 


a driller as a stop-gap arrangement for a week, The 
union's case is that tne workman was allowed to work 
as a driller not for a week but for three weeks and 
men no was not allowed to work as such and was 
asked to work as drill mazdoor. Now, the reference 
is whether the action of the management of Bankola 
colliery of Messrs Burrakar Coal Company Limited 
P.O. Ukhra, Distt. Burdwan in demoting Khalil Khan 
from the post of driller to that of a drill mazdoor with 
effect from 29th November, 1970 was justified. So. the 
terms of reference clearly indicate that there was the 
promotion of drill mazdoor Khalil Khan to the post of 
a driller. But when he was promoted it will not appear 
from the reference, but he was demoted with effect 
from 29th November, 1970. The indisputed fact is that 
Baleswar Barai was working as a permanent driller. 
He resigned with effect from 21st November, 1970. 
From 23rd November, 1970 week began in the colliery. 
The drill mazdoor Khalil Khan was allowed to work 
as a driller as a stop-gap arrangement commencing 
trom the week 23rd November 1970 and he continued 
to work upto 28th November 1970 (Saturday). 29ki 
November 1970 was a Sunday and a holiday in the 
colliery under Mines Rules. The week then began on 
30th November 1970. So on 28th November 1970 the 
work in the mine continued but there was no working 
of the mine on 29th November 1970. The mine began 
to work after weekly rest on 30th November 1970. So, 
on 29th November 1970 when there was the weekly 
rest holiday the mine did not work and none of the 
workman turned up for work. So there can be no 
question of stoppage of work of the workman Khalil 
Khan nor any question of his demotion on 29th Novem- 
ber 1970. 

6. Be that as it may, the union in paragraph 3 of its 
written statement asserted that the workman worked 
for three weeks, i.e. from the week begining from 
23rd November 1970 and he was not allowed to work 
on the expiry of the third week. This brings us to 12th 
of December, 1970. So on 13th December, 1970 
according to paragraph 3 of the written statement oi 
the union, the workman was not allowed to work as 
a driller and was asked to work as a drill mazdoor. 
If there was any stoppage of work, apart from the 
alleged demotion of the workman, it could not have 
taken effect according to the union at any time on 29th 
November, 1970. According to the union the alleged 
demotion or stoppage of work of the workman had, 
therefore, been effected on 12th December, 1970 as 
the workman was not allowed to work as a driller on 
and from 13th December, 1970, The workman on oath 
said that he worked for six weeks as driller and then 
he was not allowed to work as a driller by the man- 
agement. So, the alleged stoppage of work or demo- 
tion of the workman could not have been effected on 
29th November 1970. The union’s case and the work- 
man’s case and the case as appearing in the reference 
are appearing to be irreconcilable. The dispute re- 
lating to the demand of the workman that he should 
be allowed to work as a driller arose, according to 
the workman, not on 29th November, 1970 but some- 
time in January, 1971. According to the union the 
dispute relating to the demand of the workman arose 
not on 29th November, 1970 but sometime in Decem- 
ber, 1970 at least not earlier before the 13th Decem- 
ber, 1970. So, the demand relating to the dispute as 
made by the union espousing the cause of the work- 
man and by the workman himself cannot be the same 
demand that was made by the workman represented 
by the union before the management and by the 
union espousing the cause of the workman before 
the A.L.C. (Cj, Raniganj. The failure report which 
came along with the reference in the first paragraph 
says, “The Khan Shramik Congress (BMS), P.O, 
Ukhra (Burdwan) vide its letter dated 14th June 
1971 (copy enclosed) raised a dispute before the Asstt. 
Labour Commissioner (C), Raniganj that the man- 
agement of Bankola colliery. P.O. Ukhra (Burdwan) 
suddenly stopped the promotion of one Shri Khalil 
Khan who was the senior most workmen amongst the 
Drill mazdoors and that anolher workman was kept 
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with a view to victimise Shri Khalil Khan. On receipt 
ot the dispute joint discussions was fixed on 22nd 
June 1971 when the union was present but none came 
irom ilic management. Hence the conciliation pro- 
ceedings were nxed on 28th June 1971. On the said 
date again the Union was present but none came from 
the management, of course, message was received for 
postponement. As the Union was not prepared for the 
adjournment the ex-parte proceedings were held and 
the matter was discussed alone with the Union. 
Accordingly, the failure report was sent.” In the 
second paragraph under the heading ‘‘Views of the 
Union” it is stated, '• .... In view of this position the 
Union demands that Shri Khalil Khan should be 
allowed to maintain Status-quo with immediate effect 
and he paid difference of wages with effect from 29th 
November 1970 onwards till he is allowed the duties 
of Driller”. Under the heading ‘‘Views of the man- 
agement’, the failure report says that the manage- 
ment stated that Khalil Khan had worked for only 
one week during the week ending on 29th November 
1970 as driller in place of Baleswar Barai who re- 
signed from service. The management alleged that 
since the work of Sri Khalil Khan was not found 
satisfactory he was taken back to his original job of 
driller helper and one C.C.M. Mazdoor who was extra 
hand of Category (IV) viz. Shri Basu Paswan was 
put as a Driller. ‘‘From the failure report, I think, the 
reference as constituted was made, the issue being 
whether the action of the management in demoting 
Khalil Khan from the post of driller to that of drill 
mazdoor with effect from 29th November, 1970 was 
justified. The union, however, turned the table in its 
written statement in paragraph 3. It is asserted that 
the workman Khalil Khan worked for three weeks 
that means three weeks begining from the week 
begining on 23rd November, 1970 while the workman 
asserted that he worked for six weeks from the week 
begining on 23rd November, 1970 but the management 
stated that the workman worked for a week ending 
on 28th November 1970. Leaving aside the union’s 
case representing the workman and of the workman 
made before this Tribunal, the management’s case is 
that the workman was allowed to work as a stop-gap 
arrangement as a driller for the week ending on 28th 
November 1970 and on and from 30 th November 1970 
he was taken back to his original post as driller maz- 
door since he was found incompetent to work as a 
driller. The union in paragraph 3 of its written state- 
ment representing the workman, stated that the man- 
agement allowed the workman to work for three 
weeks. It is very pertinent to note that in paragraph 
3 of its statement of case there was the typed word 
‘‘promoted", and then it was penned through which 
was attested by the General Secretary of the union 
who had filed the written statement and verified the 
same, and in place of the word ‘promoted’ the word 
‘allowed’ was written in ink. So the union’s case was 
in paragraph 3 of the written statement not that 
Khalil Khan was nromoted from the post of a driller 
mazdoor to that of a driller. The management’s case 
was not that KbaUl Khan was promoted from the post 
of driller mazdoor to that of driller. Both the man- 
agement and union categorically stated that Khalil 
Khan was allowed to work as a driller upto the expiry 
of the week ending on 2fith November 1970. He has 
now been working on and from 30th November, 1970 
as driller mazdoor which was his original post. There- 
fore, the question will arise whether Khalil Khan a 
permanent driller mazdoor was promoted to work as 
a driller or was allowed to work as a driller as a 
stop-gap arrangement, pending appointment of a per- 
manent driller. 


7. The Superintendent of the colliery and 
the workman deposed. The workman has 
beep working in Bankola colliery as driller 
mazdoor for about 17 or 18 vears. In his gang Bales- 
war Barai was the driller. He resigned from the post 
in November, 1970. The workman claims that h" 


worked lor one and half months in place of the re- 
signed driller and thereafter he was not allowed to 
work as a driller by the management. He was the 
collector of subscriptions of the members of the union. 
So, the management did not allow him to work as a 
driller, in answer to question put by the Tribunal the 
workman said that he has been working as driller 
mazdoor at present and he was also collecting subs- 
cription for the union. So. the workman’s collection 
of subscription from the members of the union can- 
not be the cause of the management’s alleged demo- 
tion of the workman from the post of a driller to the 
post of a drill mazdoor. The workman said that 
though the driller’s job had been alloted to Basu 
Paswan, he was still continuing in performing the 
work of a driller and the company gave no letter dis- 
approving his work as a driller. In answer to tri- 
bunal's question he said that when he was allowed to 
work as a driller he was not toid that he was to work 
lor any specific period. Basu Paswan, according to 
the workman was a Coal Cutting machine driver 
before ho became the trammer. The workman wants 
to be reinstated to the post of a driller with back 
wages and allowances. He said in cross-examination 
that though he was getting the wages of a driller 
mazdoor he was working as a driller. He claimed that 
he worked for six weeks as a driller and got his wages, 
but ho got no wage card. He got his bonus card but 
he did not bring it. In answer to tribunal’s question 
he said that he had got wage card and bonus card as 
a driller mazdoor and also as a driller, and he did not 
bring either of those cards. He claimed that he got 
wages as a driller for 6 weeks and entries were made 
for such payment of wages in the wage card given to 
him as well as in the Bonus card relating to his work 
as a driller. He did not explain why he did not bring 
those cards. He addressed a letter to the management 
which is Ext. W4. It is dated 26th April 1971. There 
he said amongst other thing. ‘‘Sri Baleswar Barai, 
drill-man resigned in the month of Nov. 1970 but I 
wag not allowed to perform the duty of drillmap at 
the post of the said Barai. You have also assured me 
that I will be promoted as a Driller at the post of the 
Baleswar Barai, driller. I have also performed the 
duty of driller for the three weeks when the above 
Barai have resigned. But you stopped me and engag- 
ed on new hand at. the post of the same. I am a senior 
and sincere worker and continuously performing the 
duty of the Drill Mazdoor so the promotion should be 
given to me. So you are requested to consider the 
matter and please promote me at the post of the Drill- 
er and thus stopped the new hand with immediate 
effect and oblige". This letter shows first that the 
workman was not allowed to perform the duties of 
a driller man at the post of Barai, though he per- 
formed the duty of the driller for three weeks when 
Barai had resigned. The management then stopped 
the workman from doing the duty of a drill man. In 
that letter he nowhere stated that he wag Promoted 
to the post of a drill man, The story of his having 
had worked for three weeks as a drill man conflicts 
with his evidence on oath. So, the position is that 
lie was allowed to work as a driller only for a week 
by the management and that as a stop-gap arrange- 
ment but not by wav of promotion. The letter. Ext. 
W3. by the management in answer to Khalil Khan’s 
letter. Ext. W4, reads as follows: ‘‘....This may be 
noted that we have not appointed any new hand in 
place of Baleswar Barai. In his place a permanent 
worker of the same category has been put to work 
as driller". Ext. W1 is a letter written by the General 
Secretary of Khan Shramik Congress espousing the 
cause of workman to the Manager. It is dated the 
30th April 1971. In this letter it is stated that when 
Baleswar Barai resigned on 21st November 1970. the 
workman Khalil Khan was allowed to work as a 
driller to that post. Here again it Is stated that Khalil 
Khan worked for three weeks in the post of said 
Barai. the driller and suddenly the management stop- 
ped Khalil Khan from working as a driller without 
anv reason. In the second paragraph, it is stated that 
Kb. dil Khar, should be allowed to work as a driller. 
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Nowhere in that letter it was stated that Khalil Khan 
a drill rnazdoor waa promoted to the permanent va- 
cancy In the post of a driller caused by the resigna- 
tion of Barai. The union’s demand was that as Kha- 
lil Khan was allowed to work as a driller in place of 
Barai he should be allowed to continue to work as a 
driller. It was not the demand of the union espous- 
ing the cause of the workman before the management 
that Khalil Khan was promoted from the post of a 
driller mazdoor to that of a driller in the permanent 
vacancy caused by the resignation of Barai, The union 
demanded that as Khalil Khan was allowed to work 
in the post ot a driller, he should be allowed to work 
in that post. The union representing the cause of the 
workman did not demand of the management that 
Khaiil Khan was promoted to the post of a driller 
and by not allowing him to work as a driller the 
management demoted him to the post of a driller 
mazdoor. 

7. The Superintendent of the Colliery said, that on 
the resignation of Baleswar Barai, driller mazdoor 
Khalil Khan was allowed to work as a driller only for 
one \geek. In answer to the tribunal’s question he 
said that it was a stop-gap arrangement. He explain- 
ed in answer to tribunal’s question as to why Khalil 
Khan was allowed to work as a driller and as to why 
he was not allowed to continue to work as a driller, 
he said, “On the resignation of Barai as we could 
not find a proper man In his place, I made the stop- 
gap arrangement by placing Khalil Khan drill maz- 
door as driller for a week only. He did not work as 
a driller for 3 weeks or 0 weeks, but he worked only 
for a week. The said week began from 23rd Novem- 
ber, 1970 and ended on 28th November, 1870 and 29th 
November was a Sunday, I know Basu Paswan. He 
was a machine mazdoor-cum-driller. In some places 
in the colliery coal cutting machine driver and coal 
cutting machine mazdoor work in a gang as also dril- 
ler and drill rnazdoom. Sometimes they “work as coal 
cutting machine mazdoor and coal cutting machine 
driver and sometimes as driller and sometimes as 
driller mazdoor depending upon the nature of work”. 
He was fisked to explain the combined nature of 
work. He said, “In certain sections of the mine where 
the number of working faces are many coal cutting 
machine crew ahd the driller crew are different. Some- 
times in certain sections coal cutting machine drivers 
may work as a driller. When the work is light the 
crew of coal cutting machine driver work as a driller 
and coal cutting machine mazdoors as drill mozdoors. 
When the work is heavy the coal cutting machine 
driver crew i.e. the coal cutting machine driver and 
coal cutting machine mazdoor and the driller maz- 
doors and drillers are .separate". Further examina- 
tion-in-chief he said ‘‘Even at the present moment 
we have in our colliery coal cutting machine crew 
i.e., coal cutting machine driver and cutting 
machine mazdoor who work as driller and drill maz- 
door respectively. Basu Paswan was one of the work- 
men who knew the driller’s job.” There was a lengthy 
cross-examination. In tribunal's question the Super- 
intendent stated that if a driller mazdoor is appointed 
as such he gets a competency certificate from the 
Manager. While working as a driller mazdoor if he 
is allowed to work as a driller he is also to get a 
competency certificate as driller from the Manager. 
Basu Paswan got competency certificate both as a coal 
cutting machine mazdoor and a driller. In cross- 
examination the Superintendent said that no docu- 
ment showing that Khalil was allowed to work only 
for a week was produced. He said that the workman 
waa not allowed to work from 30th November. 1970 
as his work was not satisfactory. In his place a dril- 
ler worked who was in the surplus list for a tempo- 
rary period. After that Basu Paswan was appointed 
as a driller. The appointment slip was issued in fa- 
vour of Khalil Khan only for a week. We did not 
issue any letter informing the workman that his work 
was not satisfactory, 

8 So, from the materials on record I can easily 
hold that Khalil Khan was not promoted from the post 


of a drill mazdoor to that of a driller. He was allow- 
ed to work as a driller only for a week and the work- 
ing slip was issued to the workman. He was not 
allowed to work as a driller on and from 30th Nov- 
ember, 1970 by the management. As I have already 
pointed out, the management did not accept the con- 
tention of the workman that he was promoted to act 
as a driller. The management’s stand is that he was 
allowed to work only for a week as a driller but not 
on promotion but as a stop-gap arrangement. Union’s 
case is also that he was allowed to work as a driller 
and it was not the union’s case that he was promoted 
to act as a driller. As regards the tenure of the 
service of the workman as a driller. I have already 
pointed out the conflicting statements as made by the 
union in Us written statement filed on behalf of the 
workman, and by the workman in his own evidence 
fin oath. If the workman worked upto 12th of De- 
cember, 1970 he could not be demoted on 29th No- 
vember, 1970. So, if the dispute relating to the de- 
mand of the workman aroge after 12th of December, 
1970 that dispute is not the dispute which has been 
referred to for adjudication toy this tribunal. Again, 
if the dispute arose in January 1971 after the work- 
man had worked for 6 weeks from the week begin- 
ning on 23rd November, 1970, the demand of the work- 
man relating to such dispute could not be the dispute 
that has been referred to for adjudication. Now, if the 
dispute, as referred to for adjudication arose on 29th 
November, 1970, then the question will be whether 
the dispute resulted from the demotion of the work- 
man from the post of driller to that of a driller maz- 
door. Here again the union’s case is not that the 
workman was promoted to the post of a dj-iller not 
even of that of workman himself. The 
case of the management that he was allowed tp work 
as stop-gap arrangement agrees with the case of the 
union that the workman was allowed to work, but 
not on promotion. Therefore, the reference as con- 
stituted does not toe up with the actualities of facts 
relating to the dispute between the management Bnd 
the workman. The workman was not promoted from 
the post of a driller mazdoor to that of a driller, as 
I find from the materials on record. As he was allow- 
ed to work as a driller only for a we£k ending on 
28th November, 1970, he was not. allowed to work 
from the week beginning on 30th November 1970 
as a driller. The management’s case th&t it was a 
stop-gap arrangement is fully borne out on the mate- 
rials on record and knocks out the workman or the 
union’s case of promotion which, however neither the 
workman' nor the union claimed either in the written 
statement filed or. behalf of the workman Or in the 
letters that the union and the workman had address- 
ed to the management already referred to. So, I 
find that the workman was not promoted. He was 
allowed to work as a driller as a stop-gap arrange- 
ment temporarily for a week ending on 28th Novem- 
ber, 1970 and then from the week beginning from 
30th November, 1970 as 1 find, he was not allowed 
to work as a driller. So, it was not a case of either 
promotion or demotion. Therefore, the reference as 
constituted fails. The workman was neither promot- 
ed on 23rd November, 1970 from the pom of a driller 
mazdoor to that of a driller nor he was demoted from 
the post of a driller to that of a driller mazdoor on 
29 (h November, 1070. Hence, the workman cannot 
have anv claim of promotion from the post of a driller 
mazdoor to that of a driller. The management has 
every right to promote Or not to promote a particular 
workman. If it was a case where the management 
did promote the workman concerned, then the ques- 
tion would have arisen whether he was demoted, and 
if so. justified by cogent reasons. As the management 
did not promote the workman from the post of a dril- 
ler mazdoor to that of a driller, the workman was 
not allowed to work as a driller on and from 30th 
November 1970 and was asked to work a* a drill maz- 
door on and fiom 30th November 1970. So it cannot 
be said that be was demoted. 
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In vieiy of my findings, I reject the reference.

S.O. 3329. — In pursuance of section 17 of the Indus- 
trial Disputes Act, 1947 (14 of 1947), the Central Gov- 
ernment hereby publishes the following award of the 
Central Government Industrial Tribunal, Calcutta, in 
the industrial dispute between the employers in relation 
to the management of Lachipur Colliery of Messrs 
Katras Jharia Coal Company Limited, Post Office 
Kajoragram, District Burdwan and their workmen, 
which was received by the Central Government on the 
10th October, 1972.

AWARD 

By Order No. L/1912/80/71-LRII, dated the 16th 
November, 1971, the Government of India, in the Minis- 
try of Labour and Rehabilitation, Department of 
Labour and Employment, referred the following dispute 
existing between the employers in relation to the 
management of Lachipur Colliery of Messrs Katras 
Jharia Coal Coinnr.i v T.hiiihd and their workmen, to 
this Tribunal. f:,r (t.'io: 1 . namely: — 

‘Whether the action of the management of LachL 
pur Colliery of Messrs Katras Jharia Coal 
• Company, Limited. Post Office Kajoragram. 
District Burdwan in stopping the work of (J.) 
Sarvashri Azad Kha, (2) Dinanath Shaw, (3) 
Md. Nagiruddin, (4) Dahara Turi, (5) Suleman 
Mia, Stone Cutters and (6) Isrile Mia, (7) 
Maiddin Mia, (3) Ambika Singh, (9) Saidagar 
Yadab, (10) Jaman Mia, (11) Fakir Chand, 
.12) Chandrika Yadab, (13) Mahabir Das, (14) 
Majo Bouri, (15) Moti Rajak, (16) Barhamdeo 
Modi, (17) Triloke Yadab, (18) Bhuneswar 
Yadab, Stone Cutter Mazdoor, with effect from 
the 4th August, 1970, is justified? If not, what 
relief are the workmen entitled to?’* 

2. On 23rd November, 1971, the order of reference 
was received and parties were directed to file their 
statement of case within a fortnight. The management 
after taking one adjournment filed its statement of case 
on 15th January, 1972 and forwarded a copy thereof 
to the union representing the workmen. But the union 
even after receipt of the notice and of the copy of the 
written statement of the management did not care to 
turn up and to file its statement of case. So, 16th 
August, 1972, was fixed for settling a date of peremp- 

ory hearing of the case. On that date the management 
was represented by Sri B. N. Lala, Personnel Officer. 


Nobody appeared on behalf of the workmen. To-day 
i.e., 5th October, 1972, was fixed for peremptory hear- 
ing of the case and the union was informed by a letter 
sent per registered post about the date of hearing. 

3. The management has taken a preliminary ground 
regarding the maintainability of the reference as well 
as the jurisdiction of this tribunal to entertain the 
same. In paragraph 5 of its statement of case the 
management asserts that the dispute relating to the 
workmen referred to for adjudication had not been 
raised before the management prior to the union’s 
espousing the cause of the workmen before the A.L.C. 
(C). Raniganj and that for this lacuna the reference 
is incompetent in law being hit by the principle estab T 
lished by the decision of the Supreme Court in the , case 
of Sindhu Resettlement Corporation Ltd., and Indus- 
trial Tribunal, Gujarat and Ors., 1968 I LLJ p. 834. 
The assertion made in paragraph 5 of the written 
statement by the management was not controverted 
by any contrary statement f h e urUnn wh''’h bad 

received the copy of the ■ v \ I. of 

case as well as the notice -■ . 1 1 1 ■ xed 

for to-day. In view of the assertion made by the 
management and the law established by the decision of 
the Supreme Court quoted above, the dispute is not 
an industrial dispute within Section 2(k) of the Indus- 
trial Disputes Act and as such the Central Government 
acauired no jurisdiction to refer the dispute which is 
not an industrial dispute under the Industrial Disputes 
Act for adjudication by this Tribunal. > Accordingly, 
this tribunal cannot entertain and adjudicate upon this 
reference which is. therefore, rejected.

• AWARD 

By Order No. L/1912/96/71-LRII, dated 15th Octo- 
ber 1971, the Government of India, in the Ministry of 
Labour and Rehabilitation, Department of Labour and 
Employment, referred the following dispute existing 
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between the employers in relation to the management 
of Bhaladih Sand Line of Messrs Equitable Coal Com- 
pany .'Luriited and their workmen, to this Tribunal, for 
adjudication, namely: 

■“Keeping in view the nature of duties performed 
by Sri Jadunandan Carpenter Mazdoor, whe- 
ther the action of the management of Bhaladih 
Sand Line of Messrs Equitable Coal Company 
Limited, Post Office Dishergarh, District Burd- 
wan in not placing him In Category IV in ac- 
cordance with the recommendations of the 
Wage Board for the Coal Mining Industry is 
justified? If not, to what relief is the work- 
man concerned entitled and from what date." 

2. Notices were issued on 20th October, 1971 to parties 
calling upon them to file their respective statement of 
case. On 1st December, 1971 a petition was received 
along with the written statement from the union re- 
presenting the workman for condoning the delay in 
filing the written statement. Delay was condoned and 
the wrilten statement was accepted. On 23rd May, 
1972 an application was received with a written state- 
ment-c nm-rejoinder from the management praying for 
condoning the delay. Cause shown for the delay was 
found, to be sufficient and the delay was condoned, the 
written statement/ rejoinder w a.s accepted and was kept 
in record. On 31st July, 1972 a date for fixing a date 
of peremptory hearing was fixed to 16th August, 1972. 
On 18th August, 1972 Sri H. D- Banerjee appeared for 
the management and Sri S. N. Ghose for the Union. A 
date i.e. 22nd September, 1972 was fixed for peremp- 
tory hearing of the case and the parties were directed 
to file all documents and take all steps for discovery, 
inspection and for summoning witnesses, etc- before 
the date of hearing. On 22nd September, 1972 Sri 
Mono.] Kumar Mukherjee, Advocate appeared for the 
management and Sri A. K. Cal Gupta, Advocate for the 
union. Some documents were filed by the parties. The 
tribunal was busy on that date and the date was fixed 
to 28th September,, 1972 for peremptory hearing. 

3. The management in its written stalement-cum- 
reioinder in paragraph 2 stated that no demand in 
respect of the subject matter of the instant reference 
having been placed before the employer before taking 
up the matter with conciliatory machinery, the refer- 
ence is not legally maintainable. The union filed its 
written statement on 1st December, 1972 while the 
management filed its written statement on 23rd May, 
1972. So the management's written statement filed 
later than that of the union was both a statement of 
case as well as a rejoinder to the union's statement of 
case. The union did not state in Its written statement 
that it had approached the management with the 
demand relating to the dispute under reference before 
taking the dispute under reference to the conciliatory 
machinery. In paragraph 4 of Its written statement 
the union stated that the workman concerned repeated- 
ly approached the management for putting him in 
proper grade as per recommendations of the Wage 
Board for Coal Mining Industry but the management 
paid no heed to his request although he Is performing 
the iob assigned to him as an experienced mistry. In 
paragraph 7 of its statement of case it is stated by the 
union that the management's refusal to upgrade 
Jadunandan Carpenter Mazdoor is totally arbitrary 
with a view to deprive the poor workman of his legiti- 
mate dues. After the copy of the management’s written 
statement-eum-rejoinder was received, the union did 
not care to traverse paragraph 2 of the written state- 
ment-cam -rejoinder of the management. So, while 
opening the case of the management, Mr. Mukherjee 
the learned advocate for the management raised a pre- 
liminary objection as to the entertainability of the re- 
ference since in his view the dispute under reference 
was not an industrial dispute within the meaning of 
Sec. 2(k) of the Industrial Disputes Act when the union 
espousing the cause' -of the Workman had not, before 
approaching the - conciliatory machinery, lodge the 
demand relating to the dispute under reference before 
the management. So, ■ Mr. " Mukherjee submitted that 


on the pleadings the reference falls within the mischief 
of law as inundated in the case of Stndhu Resettlement 
Corporation Ltd. and Industrial Tribunal, Gujarat & 
Ors., reported in 1968 I LLJ p. 834, Sc., and Fedders 
Lloyd Corporation Private Ltd. and Lt, Governor, Delhi 
& Ors., reported in F.L.R, 1970 (20) p. 343, decided by 
Delhi High Court. Mr, Mukherjee, therefore, submitted 
that the preliminary objection as to the jurisdiction of 
tills tribunal to entertain and to adjudicate upon tbe 
reference should be first determined. 

4. A. K. Lai Gupta, Advocate lor the union, in 
reply submitted that that should be done. So, on the 
question is whether the union before approaching the 
conciliatory machinery lodged a demand relating to the 
dispute under reference with the management. The 
union presented one of its Joint Secretaries as a wit- 
ness. Srj Samiran Kumar Chakravorty, one of the 
Joint Secretaries of the union came to prove Ext. W1 
which is said to bo a copy of a letter. It reads as 
follows; — 

The Manager, March 24, 71. 

Bhaladih Sand Line. 

Dear Sir, 

Unfair labour practice of the management 
with regard to Sri Jadn Nandan Carpenter 
Mazdoor. 

We on behalf of the workman beg to raise a dispute 
that Sri Jadu Nandan of Bhaladih Is working as a 
Carpenter as per job description of the Wage Board 
but he has been placed in Category I Mazdoor. 

He had been assisting the Carpenter previously but 
since 1969 he is performing the job of a Carpenter 
independently. 

Under the circumstances We would request you to 
place him in proper Grade Immediately failing which 
we are to move the labour machinery for redressal. 

Thanking you. 

Reed Yours faithfully,

c.c. The Dishergarh Group”. Sri Chakarvarty 
said in his examination in-chief. "On behalf 
of the union one of our Joint Secrtaries wrote 
this letter to the management. It was served by hand 
on the Manager of Bhaladih Sand Line on March 24, 
1971. This is the copy of the letter which was handed 
over to the Manager and its copy was also served on 
the Superintendent and Agent of Dishergarh Group of 
rolliories. This is tbe office copy of the letter in union’s 
file, of those letters and bears the signature of P.A. to 
the Superintendent, Dishergarh. P.A.’s name is M. R. 
Biswas. I know the signature of M. R. Biswas and the 
signature of the other Jt. Secretary H. D. Chattoraj. 
This is the signature of M. R. Biswas and this is the 
signature of H, D. Chattoraj, [Ext. W1 copy of the letter 
and Ext. Wl(a) and Ext. Wl(b) signatures]. The 
Superintendent Is in charge of Dishergarh group of 
collieries including Bhaladih sand line. No acknow- 
ledgement of the copy of the letter Ext. W1 handed 
over to the Manager Was received”. Who handed over 
(he original letter to the Manager of which the copy 
is Ext. W1 which came from the file of the union? The 
witness did not. Sri Chakravorty has no personal 
knowledge as to who handed over the original letter 
lo the Manager and to the other person. Now, the 
type written letter Ext. W1 is Interesting reading which 
I have already quoted. At the bottom portion of the 
letter Ext. Wl, the type written words are "c.c. The 
Supdt. Administration, Dishergarh Group (the word 
Group hand written)”, but the words “The Supdt. Ad- 
ministration” had either been penned through with pen 
and ink or penned through by a typed written line. 
The alignment of the Ifne over the words “Supdt. Ad- 
ministration” clearly shows that It was not typed 
written but was penned through with Ink and pen by 
the hand of the manupulalor. The original of the 
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letter, Ext. Wl> was not handed over to the Manager 
by the witness. If It was handed over by Joint Secre- 
tary. H. D. Chattoraj, who is still now alive, it is he who 
is the most competent person to say when how and 
under what circumstances and to whom the letter 
addressed as Manager of which Ext. W1 is said to be a 
copy was handed over. No explanation was offered by 
the witness Joint Secretary Sri Chakravorty as to why 
the best witness available had not been produced by 
the union. I asked a question to Sri Chakravorty as 
to what impression a reader would get if he reads the 
line running over the words 'The Supdt, Administra- 
tion’. He replied that the reader would get the impres- 
sion that those words were not there in Ext Wl. 
Therefore, the evidence of Sri Chakravorty that the 
copy of the letter Ext. Wl was received by one M. R, 
Biswas, who gave no date under his so called signature 
appearing as hieroglyphics but proved as the signature 
of one person said to be of the name M. R. Biswas by 
the witness Sri Chakravorty, does not prove that any 
copy of the letter, Ext. Wl from which the words “The 
Supdt. Administration" had been penned through, could 
be received even by the ghost of M. R. Biswas. If 
Ext. Wl is the replica of the letter that was received 
by M. R. Biswas, then M. R. Biswas could not have 
received any letter addressed to Supdt. Administration, 
Dishergarh Group, since the words “Supdt, Adminis- 
tration” are not to be read as appearing either in 
Ext. Wl or in the copy of Ext. Wl that was allegedly 
received by M. R. Biswas. This Is the only logical 
inference that can be made from the document, Ext. Wl 
Itself in the light of the evidence adduced by Sri 
Chakravorty. Let us take it for granted that Ext. Wl 
contains the words “The Supdt, Administration, Dis- 
hergarh Group. Sri Chakravorty in his cross-examina- 
tion besides other things admitted that he did not hand 
over the letter, I mean the original of which Ext. Wl 
is the copy, either to the Manager or to P.A. to the 
Superintendent that means to M. R. Biswas. Who the 
ghost of the messenger was that had delivered the 
letter to the Manager and to the P.A to the Super- 
intendent? If it was H. D. Chattoraj the other Joint 
Secretary there has been no explanation by Sri 
Chakravorty as to why the best witness to prove a fact 
which is most crucial has been with-held by the union. 
So. this tribunal shall presume, as the contrary has 
not been explained, that if H. D- Chattoraj would have 
been produced by the union, he would not have sup- 
ported the union’s new fangled case that the original 
of the letter Ext. \V1 had been served on the Manager 
as well as on the P.A. to the Supdt. Administration, 
Dishergarh Group. 

5. Now, one P. K. Roy was the Superintendent of 
Dishergarh Group of colliery in 1970. He was mur- 
dered in 1970. Sri Chakravorty was confronted in 
cross-examination by Mr. Mukherjee, learned Advocate 
for the management, as to whether on 24th March 1971 
the date which appears on Ext. Wl, there was any 
Superintendent of Dishergarh Group of collieries. His 
reply was that he could not say if on 24th March, 1971 
there was any Superintendent Dishergarh Group of 
collieries. Sri Chakravorty admitted that there is a 
line appearing over the words “Supdt. Administration” 
in Ext. Wl, but he insisted on saying that those words 
were not penned through. So, 1 had to ask him the 
question point blank drawing his attention to the line 
running over the words “Supdt, Administration”. He 
had to admit that the line is there and that the line 
over the words indicates that those worda are not to 
be read, in Ext. Wl. The office of the Superintendent, 
Administration is at Dishergarh proper. Mr. P. K. Roy 
was the Superintendent of Dishergarh group of colli- 
eries. One Col. Sharma was the Superintendent Ad- 
ministration of Dishergarh group of collieries- Mr. 
M. R. Biswas’s office is at Aldih, three miles from the 
office of the Superintendent, Administration. Disher- 
garh. Biswas was a P.A. to Superintendent, Dishergarh 
Group of collieries including Bhftladlh Send line, 
Biswas was not a P.A, to Col. Sharma, The witness 
said in cross-examination, “I have no personal know- 
ledge whether any demand as in copy of Ext. Wl was 


either served on the Manager or on the Superintendent, 
Administration”. Now, having regard to the evidence 
of Sri Chakravorty and the line appearing on the 
words “Th© Supdt. Administration” on EkT. Wl there 
can be no doubt and dispute that no original of a latter 
of which Ext. Wl is said to be the copy could have 
been received by any person with the designation 
Superintendent, Administration, Dishergarh Group on 
any date. Moreover. M. R. Biswas was not the PA. to 
Col. Sharma who was at the relevant tima Superin- 
tendent Administration, Dishergarh Group of colderies. 
Under the hieroglyphics which was proved by witness 
Sri Chakravorty to be the signature of M. R. Biswas 
appearing In red ink on Ext Wl, there 1* no date. 
Now, the letters addressed to Superintendent. Admini- 
tration whose office is at Dishergarh are received 
through his authorised person, A. K. Chatterjee. If I 
read in Ext. Wl the words “The Supdt. Administration, 
Dishergarh Group" then according to the evidence of 
Sri Chakravorty as given, on being recalled by the 
Union, M. R. Biswas could not have been the P.A. to 
Superintendent, Administration, Dishergarh Group. 
Therefore, the whole evidence adduced by Sri Chakra- 
vorty in the context of Ext. Wl becomes unreliable, so 
much so that this tribunal can place no reliance on any 
part of his evidence. He has suppressed the truth be- 
fore the tribunal. The best witness, the other Joint 
Secretary of the union who is alive, and Is in office, has 
been with-held by the union without any reasonable 
cause and for this only this tribunal shall presume that 
if the other Joint Secretary would have come as a wit- 
ness. he could not have supported the union’s new 
fancied case made on the witness box through Sri 
Chakravorty about the lodging of the demand in rela- 
tion to the dispute under reference by a letter address- 
ed to the Manager and to the Superintendent, Adminis- 
tration. Dishergarh Group of which Ext. Wl is said to 
be the copy. It was rightly argued bv Mr. Mukherjee 
that on the evidence there could be no case that any 
demand relating to the dispute under reference was 
lodged before the management by the union by any 
letter, prior to its approach to the conciliation autho- 
rity. Evidence adduced on a new fangled case made 
out on the witness box by Sri Chakravorty knocks the 
bottom out of the verv base as was attempted to be 
made by Sri Chakravorty oh the witness box. 


o. Mr. A. K. Lai Gupta, learned Advocate for the 
union referred to the fadure report which came along 
with reference. The conciliation officer asked the 
management to explain the allegation of the union in 
the letter addressed by the Joint Secretary of the 
Union to the A.L.C.(C), Kaniganj. Mr. Mukherjee 
learned Advocate for the management, produced Ext. 
W2 from the file of the management when such argu- 
ment was raised by Mr. Lai Gupta. Mr. Gupta sub- 
mitted that in the "letter. Ex. W2 containing the ex- 
planation of the management there was no denial that 
the union approached the management with the letter 
dated 24th March. 1971 by serving its copy to the 
Manager and to the Superintendent, So, Mr. Lai Gupta 
submitted that when there was no such denial In Ext. 
W2 filed by the management before the conciliatory 
authority it should be presumed that the demand rela- 
ting to the dispute raised by the union through the 
letter addressed to the Manager and to the Superinten- 
dent, Administration, Dishergarh Group of which Ext. 
Wl was the copy had been duly served on the Manager 
and on the Superintendent respectively. In reply 
Mr. Mukherjee submitted that the conciliatory autho- 
ritv was only an administrative authority. Its duty 
was only to conciliate. The proceedings before the 
conciliation authority are not even queasi-judicial but 
purely administrative. So, no question arises as to 
management’s denial as contended by Mr. Lai Gupta. 
Now. in the failure report, containing the union’s ehse. 
there Is nothing Indicating that the union by its letter 
referred to in paragraph 1 of the failure report men- 
tioned that the demand relating to the dispute had 
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been raided by tile union espousing the cause o f the 
workman before the management by handing over a 
letter of demand as in the copy, Ext. Wl, to the 
Manager and to the Superintendent, Administration, 
JJishergarb group of collieries. So, Com the failure 
report where the union’s case appeared in paragraph 2, 
n would not appear that the union ever represented 
beiore the conciliatory authority that it had, by a letter 
dated 24th March, 1971 lodged a demand relating to the 
dispute before the management handing over a copy of 
the demand letter both to the Manager and to the 
Superintendent Administration, Dlshergarh group ol' 
collieries. On the other hand, the management took a 
specitle ground in paragraph 2 of Its statement of case 
hied before the tribunal, a copy of which was served 
on the union, but the union had not thought it prudent 
to traverse the management’s specific case. The union 
for the first time through its Joint Secretary Sri 
Chakravorty made a case on the witness box which 
on scrutiny has been found to be totally unreliable. 
The union could not prove that a letter of which Ext. 
Wl Is said to be the copy had been served on the 
Manager and on the P.A. to the Supdt. Administration, 
Dlshergarh group of collieries respectively and If so, 
on which date, by whom and under what circumstances. 
I have reviewed this situation on the materials on 
record olaborately and I need not repeat it. From tlie 
materials on record I come to this conclusion that the 
union did not, while espousing the cause of the work- 
man lodge a demand relating to the dispute under 
reference before the management prior to its approach 
to the conciliatory authority. It may be that the work 
man either verbally or in writing, there is no proof 
that It was in writing, made a grievance to the Manager 
of the Bhaladidh Sand Line, but It was an individual 
grievance. But when the union espoused the cause of 
the individual workman it was the duty of the union 
to lodge the demand relating to the dispute first before 
the management, If the management did not concede 
to the demand so lodged by the union espousing the 
cause of the workmen, then the union could have ap- 
proached the conciliatory authority. But the union did 
not do so. Therefore, the case falls within the mis- 
chief of law as laid down by the Supreme Court and 
the Delhi High Court already referred to. 

8. Accordingly, I hold that the dispute referred to for 
adjudication is not an industrial dispute In view of the 
law laid down by the Supreme Court and the Delhi 
High Court in the cases referred to above falling within 
the definition of Industrial Disputes as in Section 2(k) 
of the Industrial Disputes Act. Therefore, this tribunal 
has no jurisdiction to entertain the dispute as referred 
to for adjudication and to adjudicate upon the same. 


Accordingly, the reference is rejected.

AWARD 

By Order No. L/1912/86/71-LRII, dated September 
20, 1971, the Government of India, in the Ministry of 
Labour and Rehabilitation (Department of Labour and 
jwnpioyment,) , reterred tne following industrial dispute 
existing between the employers in relation to the 
management of Proper Kajora Colliery of Messrs Nim- 
barak Proper Kajora Coal Company Private Limited 
and their workmen, to this tribunal, for adjudication, 
namely: 

"Whether the action of the management of Proper 
Kajora Colliery of Messrs Nimbarak Proper 
Kajora Coal Company Private Limited, Post 
Office Kajoragram, Dlst. Burdwan in terminat- 
ing the services 01 Shri Suraj Prasad Singh as 
Head Chaprasi from the 17th October. 1970 is 
justified? If not to what relief he is entitued?” 

2. Referehce wa* received on 24th September 1971 
and nonces were issued to the parties calling upon 
them to submit their respective statement of cases. The 
management filed Its written statemen of case on 22nd 
November 1971. The union representing the workman 
filed its written statement of case en 7th June 1972 and 
prayed for condonation of the delay which was accepted 
though there was th© defect! vp verification which was 
pointed out. On 31st July 1972 the tribunal fixed 16th 
August 1972 for fixing a date of hearing. On 16th 
August 1972 nobody appeared and the case was fixed 
for peremptory hearing on 13th September 1972 direct- 
ing parties to submit documents and to take all other 
steps for making the reference ready for hearing before 
the date fixed for hearing. On 21st August 1072 the 
union filed a duly verified written statement- On 15th 
September 1972 the management appeared through its 
learned Advocate, Mr. Da a and th© Organising Secre- 
tary of the union appeared. On that date parties stated 
b.v a petition that they were negotiating for a settle- 
ment for which time was necessary to finalise the terms. 
This case was adjourned to 21st September 1972 for 
recording the settlement if materialised or for final 
hearing alone- with Reference No. 108 of 1971. It was 
specifically directed by that order that no adjourned 
will be granted on 21st September 1972 to the parties. 
On 21st September 1972 the management appeared 
through its learned Advocate Mr. Prasanta Banerjee 
and the union through its learned Advocate Mr. Roy. 
Documents were exhibited on behalf of the parties 
without any formal proof. Witnesses for the parties 
were examined and the case was adjourned to 22nd 
September 1972 when it was finally heard. 

3. The management’s case in the written statement 
on material points is as follows: Neither Sri Suraj 
Prasad Singh, the concerned workman nor any Union 
on his behalf raised any dispute directly with the em- 
ployers regarding the termination of the services of the 
concerned workman and a* such the present reference 
is invalid in law. It wag considered unnecessary to 
retain the post of a Head chaprasi specially In view of 
the financial position of the company and it was decided 
to abolish the post of the Head Chaprasi. Accordingly, 
a letter dated 14th March 1970 waa Issued to Sri Suraj 
Prasad Singh offering him employment Rt the Kaiora 
Selected Colliery without affecting his wages or other 
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conditions of his services in any way. He was also in- 
formed by that letter that m case he is not prepared 
to accept the offer, the management will have no other 
alternalive than to take steps to terminate his services. 
The Kajora Selected Colliery is owned by the Kajora 
Selected Colliery Co. of which a Director of M/ s. Sri 
Nimbarak Proper Kajora Coal Co. Private Limited is 
the Proprietor. After the issue of the above letter 
dated 14fh March 1970 to the workman, Sri Hobin Chat- 
terjee, the Vice-President of the Colliery Mazdoor Sabha 
(CITU ) approached the management and requested the 
management to postpone taking- further steps in the 
matter as indicated in the letter dated 14th March 1970. 
Accordingly a letter dated 21st March 1970 was issued 
to the workman. The workman Suraj Prasad Singh 
did not accept the offer ol transfer to the Kajora 
Selected Colliery. It was not possible to absorb the 
workman in any other suitable permanent post in the 
colliery and as the post of the Head Chaprasi had al- 
ready been abolished a notice dated 13th October 1970 
was issued. Suraj Prasad Singh the workman’s service 
was terminated with effect from 17th October 1970 
offering him due retrenchment compensation together 
with a month's wages in lieu of notice. As Suraj 
Prasad Singh failed to collect the amount, the same was 
sent to him by Moneyorder which came hack. The 
usual notices in form ‘P’ were also sent to th e different 
authorities a 3 required under Industrial Disputes Rules. 
The termination of services of Suraj Prasad Singh on 
account of the abolition of the post of Head Chaprasi, 
to which he was the only workman in the category, did 
not amount to retrenchment as such and no retrench- 
ment compensation was payable but the management 
offered the same as a generous qesture. The manage- 
ment claims to he justified lh terminating the services 
of Suraj Prasad Singh with effect from 17th October 
1970, and he Is entitled to no relief.' The termination 
of services of Suraj Prasad Singh was bonaflde. 


4. The union’s written statement dated 4th September, 
1972 with due verification was finally accepted by the 
tribunal. In paragraph 11 of that written statement 
the material case of the union representing the work- 
man concerned begins. The workman Suraj Prasad 
Singh joined the compafay sometime In 1967 aa Chaprasi 
and was promoted to the post of Head Chaprasi. He 
took leading part In forming the branch of the union at 
Proper Kajora colliery and since the Inception of the 
aforesaid Branch he Is the President of the Branch of 
the Uhion- In order to terrorise the workers to break 
the union the management illegally terminated the 
services of the said workman with effect from 17th Oc- 
tober, 1970 for trade union activities. In order to hide 
it s aforesaid illegal and malaflde action the manage- 
ment terminated the services of Suraj Prasad Singh in 
the cloak of retrenchment. Assuming without admit- 
ting, rather denying, that It is a case of retrenchment, 
then also such retrenchment is illegal, malaflde as (a) 
the reasons shown -are baseless and frivolous: (b) the 
company did not pay the retrenchment compensation 
as provided In Section 25F of the Industrial Disputes 
Act which is condition precedent for the retrenchment 
of the workman. The workman received the termina- 
tion letter dated 13th October. 1970 after 17th October. 
1970; and (c) the company also violated the principles 
of last come first go as provided by Section 25G of the 
Act. Th e termination of service of Surai Prasad Singh 
is illegal, unjustified, malaflde and a clear example of 
unfair labour practice and victimisation. The union 
through its letter date(f^21st October, 1970 raised the 
dispute with acknowledgement due agaihst the afore- 
said illegal termination of services of Suraj Prasad 
Singh. The management did not take any step to re- 
solve the aforesaid dispute and ultimately the union 
sought intervention of A.L.C. (C). Rqnigahj, through its 
letter dated 7th May, 1971 in the aforesaid dispute. 
The conciliation proceedings taken up by A.L.C. (C) 
ended in a failure. The union prays that the termina- 
tion of service of Suraj Prasad Singh should be held 
unjustified, illegal, malafide and as a case of victimisa- 
tion and unfair labour practice; and the management 


should be directed to. reinstate the workman with full 
back wages and to any other relief available in law 
including the cost of adjudication. 

5- Upon the pleadings and upon the statement of 
cases made by the learned Advocate of both the parties 
th e following points arises for decision; 

(ij Did the workman, or the union representing the 
case of the workman raised the demand relating 
to the dispute under reference before the 
mahagement prior to its approach to the 
A.L.C.(C) for such dispute? 

(iij Does the termination of service of the work- 
man concerned for th e alleged reason of aboli- 
tion of post of Head chaprasi with effect from 
17th October, 1970 amount to retrenchment as 
denned in Section 2(.oo) ol the 1. D. Act? If so, 
is the retrenchment of the workman’ with effect 
from 17th October, 1970 in fact justified? 

(iii) Was the workman concerned paid on or before 
17th October, 1970 retrenchment compensation 
equivalent to 15 days average pay for every 
completed year of the workman’s continuous 
service or in part thereof in excess of six 
months along” with his pay for one month in 
lieu of notice? Was the notice under Section 
25F (c) of the Industrial Disputes Act read with 
Rule 76 of the Central Rules served on the 
Central Government? If not, was the retrench- 
ment of the workman concerned with effect 
from 17th October, 1970 justified In law? 

(iv) If the retrenchment of the workman concerned 
was justified in fact but not justified in law. 
Is h e entitled either to reinstatement with back 
wages and allowances from the date of retrench- 
ment to the date of rendering of the award or 
to any other relief such as, higher rate of com- 
pensation, etc.? 

6, Point (i): Did the workman or the union represent- 
ing the cause of the workman raised the 
demand relating to the dispute under re- 
ference before the management prior to 
its approach to the A.LC.(Cj for such 
dispute? 

It will appear from a letter, Ext. Wl, dated 21st Octo- 
ber 1970 addressed to the Manager of the Proper Kajora 
Colliery by Sri Sunil Sen, Organising Secretary of the 
Union that the Union raised a demand relating to the 
dispute concerning the retrenchment of the workman 
with effect from 17th October 1970 before the manage- 
ment. The Management did not reply to such letter. 
The letter was sent per registered post aa per receipt 
attached thereto, on which the date in the date seal is 
undecipherable. The failure report dated 5th July, 
1971 which forms part of the order of reference under 
the heading 'Views of the Union’ reads as follows: 

“ . . . . The Union slated that the matter was taken 
up before the management vide letter dated 
21st October 1970 and it kept on waiting till 
May 1971 when the dispute was raised before 
the A.L.C.(Cj, Raniganj. A s there was no res- 
ponse from them the Union had to raise the 
dispute before the A.L.C. (C) Raniganj. The 

Unjon demands that the notice dated 13th Oc- 
tober 1970 Issued by the management should 
be withdrawn and the workman be allowed to 
resume his duty immediately with all back 
wages. . . 

So before approaching the A.L C.(C) with the demand 
relating to the dispute by its letter dated 3rd May 1971. 
the union espousing the cause of the workman did ad- 
dress a letter raising the demand relating to the dis- 
pute concerning the termination of services of the work- 
man before the management. In the conciliation pro- 
ceedings the management was present when the case 
was discussed on 8th June 1971. between the parties 
before the ConefEation Officer. The conciliation pro- 
ceedings held first on 8th June 1971 and next on 2nd 
July 1971 at th? request of the parties when divergent 
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views were given by the parties. So, from these cir- 
cumstances it may be easily interred that the manage- 
rnent’s contention that no demand relating to the dis- 
pute was raised with the management by the union es- 
pousing the case of the workman before approaching 
the A.L.C.(C) is not correct. I, accordingly, hold that 
before approaching the AL.C.(C) with the demand 
relating to the dispute under reference the union re- 
presenting the cause of the rvorkman did approach the 
management with the demand relating to the dispute 
for jts redress by its letter Ex. W1 which must have 
had been received by the management before the union 
approached the A.L.C.IC)' with ftg demand relating to 
the dispute by letter dated 3rd May 1671. So, the 
management's contention fails and the point is answered 
in favour of the workman represented by the Union. 

7. Point (ii); 

Does the termination of service of the workman 
concei ned ioi the alleged reason of abolition 
of post of Head Ch auras! with effect from 
17th October. 1970 amounts to retrenchment as 
defined in See. 2(00) of the I D. Act? If so, is 
the retrenchment of the Workman with effect 
.from 17th October, 1970 in fact justified? 

The workman concerned, Suraj Prasad Singh deposed 
saying that he was the only Head Chaprasi in the Col- 
liery. He entered in the service of the colliery as 
Chaprasi in 19(57 and was promoted to the post of 
Head Chaprasi in 1269 and was retrenched from the 
post, of 'Head Chaprasi on 17th October, 1970. He got 
tire nolice dated 13th October, 1970 issued by +he 
management to him, Ext. Ml after 17th October. 
1970, lie worked as Head Chaprasi in the colliery 
uptu lt.th October, 1970. He went to the colliery on 
17th October, 1970 but the Manager told that he had 
already been served with a letter of termination of 
his ser /ice and did not offer him any compensation 
or money on 17th October, 1970 when he went to the 
colliery and met the Manager who said to him that 
bis services were no longer required on and from 
17th October. 1970. He got the notice, Ext. Ml, a 
week after 17th October, 1970. His basic wages was 
Rs: 165 with variable dearness allowance. He wanted 
reinstatement and consequential relief in wages, etc. 
In cross-examination he admitted that he got a letter 
dated Ihe 14th March, 1970 from the management in 
which it was said that he was found surplus and he 
would be absorbed in another colliery of the company 
with same pay and other amenities. Thereafter the ma- 
nagers rit by another letter informed the workman 
that hf was not to be removed on transfer as pro- 
posed in the earlier letter. The management in its 
statement of case,, paragraphs C, 7, 8, 9 and 10 gave a 
history a® to how the workman was dealt with from 
14th Mnrh, 1970 to 13th October, 1970. The manage- 
ment c msidered that it was unnecessary to retain the 
post of Head chaprasi in view of its financial position 
and de tided to abolish the post of Head chaprasi. So 
the management issued the letter dated the 14th 
March, 1970 addressed to the workman which the 
workm m admitted in his cross-examination. By 
that le tter which was not denied by the workman 
or rati er admitted by him, the colliery offered the 
workm in employment at Kajora Selected Colliery 
belong ; ag to a Director of Messrs Sri Nimbarak Pro- 
per Kr iora Colliery Co. (PI Ltd. who is the prop- 
rietor of that colliery on same terms and conditions 
as are obtaining the colliery concerned. The Vice- 
Presidt nt of the Union approached the management 
and repuested the management to postpone taking 
further steps as indicated in the letter dated the 14th 
March, 1170. The workman in his cross-examination 
said that by another letter he was told that he would 
not be removed on transfer from the colliery con- 
cerned. This letter is mentioned as the letter dated 
the 21st March, 1970 in paragraph 9 of the statement 
of case filed by the management. In paragraph 10 
of its written statement the management asserted that 
Suraj Hiasad did not accept the offer of transfer to 
Kajora J elected colliery and as it was not possible to 
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absorb 1 im in any other suitable permanent post in 
the coi if :ry and as the PQst of Head Chaprasi had 
already been abolished a notice dated the 13th October 
1970 w as issued to Suraj Prasad Singh terminating 
his ser /ices with effect from 17th October, 1970, 
offering him letrenchment compensation together 
with a month’s wages in lieu of notice. This is the 
position. Ext, Mj the letter dated the 13th October, 
1970 isaued by the management to the workman who 
was upto 16th October, 1970 attending the office of 
the management, and working as Head Chaprasi was 
not offered to the Head chaprasi personally by the 
management at the office. It was sent per registered 
1 -ost. In paragraph 1 of the letter the history begin- 
ning from Lhc issue of letter dated 14th March, 1970 
right upto the issue of the letter dated the 21st March. 
1970 was narrated. It was mentioned that by the 
letter dated the 14th March, 1970 the management in- 
formed Suraj Prasad that the post of Head chaprasi 
had been abolished being superflous. In the second 
paragraph of that letter it is stated that ort account 
of abolition of the post of Head chaprasi, the incum- 
bent to such post Suraj Prasad had become super- 
flous to the requirement of the management, be being 
the only workman in the post. In the 3rd paragraph 
it is sta + cd, “Your services will, therefore, stand ter- 
minated with effect from 17th October, 1970. You will 
be paid month’s wages in lieu of notice which you 
arc asked to collect together with retrenchment com- 
pensation due to you on or before 17th Octoher. 
1970 and vacate the company's quarter occupied by 
you". The retrenchment, apart from anything else, 
had taken effect on 17th October, 1970 for the reason 
tljac the post of the workman had been abolished and 
lie had become superflous. He was informed, as the 
letter Ext. Ml says, by the letter dated the 14th 
March, 1970, which the workman admitted to have 
had received after 17th October, 1970, that the post of 
Head Chaprasi had been abolished being superflous. 
So the reason for termination of services of the work- 
man concerned who was holdine as the only incum- 
bent to the only post of Head chaprasi of the colliery 
concerned was due to abolition of the post. Section 
3(oo) of the Industrial Disputes Act amongst other 
things while defining retrenchment says that retrench- 
ment means termination of service by the employer 

of a workman for any reason whatsoever The 

expression ‘‘for any rcasop whatsoever” means in re- 
lation to retrenchment discharge of surplus labour or 
stall' in a continping or a running industry, vide Na- 
tional Garage, Nagpur vs. Gonsalves, 1962 I LLJ, p 56 
at page 60. The notice Ext, Ml, clearly shows that the 
reason for termination of service of the workman with 
effect from the 17th October, 1970 was due to the post 

i.e. the workman con nrecdbevlvefc Cv — cmfb hb 

i.e. the workman concerned became superflous to the re- 
quirement of the management, In the present case, 
notice as contemplated by Section 25F (a) read with 
Rule 78(a) of Lhc Industrial Disputes (Central) Rules 
wag not issued to the workman concerned. Ext. Ml Is 
not one month’s notice in writirtjf indicating the rea- 
son for retrenchment as Sec. 25F(a) contemplates 
The Notice Ext, Ml is dated 13th October, 1970 and 
the termination of service was to take effect from 
17th October, 1970 there being only 3 days interven- 
ing between the two dates, So it is not a notice 
under Section 25F(a) of the Industrial Disputes Act 
read with Rule 76(a) of the Industrial Disputes 
(Central) Rules. The proviso to Section 25F"(a) of 
the I.D. Act does not apply to this case. Section 
25F(b) of the I.D, Act does not speak of any notice. 
Tt soys “the workman has been paid at the time of 
retrenchment, compensation which was to be equiva- 
lent to 15 days’ average pay (for every completed 
year of continuous service or in part thereafter in 
excess of 6 months)”. Ext. Ml contains the reason 
for termination of the service of the workman with 
effect from 17th October, 1970, The reason being 
that the post of the Head Chaprasi had been abolish- 
ed being superflous to the requirements of the ma- 
nagement. It is indisputable that Ext. Ml though not 
u notice under Section 25F(a) read with Rules 76(a) 
of the Industrial Disputes (Central) Rules is a notice 
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terminating the service of the workman with effect 
from 17th October, 1970 for the reason that the post 
had been abolished whereupon the incumbent of the 
post ie. the workman became superfloua to the re- 
quirement of the management. The letter dated the 
14th March, 1070 referred to in Ext. Ml i.e. The letter 
dated the 13th October, 1970 was not produced by the 
management nor by the union representing the work- 
man. The management in its statement of case, 
paragraph 7 stated that a letter dated the 14th March, 
1970 was issued to Suraj Prasad Singh offering him 
employment at Kajora Selected colliery. In para- 
graph 6 of that statement it is stated that the manage- 
ment considered it unnecessary to retain the post of 
the Head Chaprasi specially In view of financial posi- 
tion of the company and it was decided to abolish the 
post of the Head chaprasi. When that post was actua- 
ally abolished is not stated in the written statement 
of the management. As the letter dated the 14th 
March, 1970 was not exhibited by either side 1 could 
not get the contents of the letter. The union in 
paragraph 14 of its statement of case referring to the 
letter Ext Ml dated the 13th October, 1970 stated 
that the reasons shown are baseless and frivolous. So, 
the point arises for decision is whether in fact the 
post of Head Chaprasi was abolished by the manage- 
ment as being superfloua to its requirement and if so, 
from which date. It is not clear from the written 
statement of the management as to when 
the management found the post of Head 
Chaprasi superflous and decided to declare the 
post superflous to the requirement of the management 
threby abolising the post- Hareram Misra, Witness 
No. 1 for the management, Attendance clerk of the 
colliery, deposed on 21st September, 1972. He main- 
tains the attendance register of chaprasis and the 
Head Chaprasi in the colliery office at the colliery. 
He did not bring the attendance register. He said in 
his examination in-chief that the post of Head Chap- 
rasi was abolished in the colliery (first says in 1969 
and then says from 10th October, 1970). There is no 
entry on account of Head Chaprasi in the register as 
the post has been abolished. So. in examination in- 
chief this witness wa® not certain when the post of the 
Head Chaprasi was abolished by the company, and it 
became superflous to the requirement of the com- 
pany. In cross-examination he said that chaprasis do 
work of security of the entire colliery, and that in- 
cluding the workman six chaprasis worked in the 
colliery. When the witness deposed In examination 
in-chief he said that 5 chaprasis were working. He 
denied that on 17th October 1970, eight chaprasis 
were working in the colliery. According to him Head 
Chaprasi was to supervise the work of other chaprasis 
and at present the work of the chaprasis is supervised 
by the manager and none has been appointed to work 
as Head Chaprasi to supervise the work of chaprasis 
upto the date the witness had deposed on 21st Sep- 
tember, 1972. In reply to Court’s question the witness 
stated that none of the chaprasis now working had 
been assigned the duty of supervising the duty of 
other chaprasis. In cross-examination the witness 
admitted that Satyanarayan had been newly recruit- 
ed as chaprasi. He was recruited before the services 
of the workman concerned was terminated. Before 
17th October, 1970 Including the Head Chaprasi. I 
mean the workman, there were in all six chaprasis. 
This statement in cross-examination of the witness 
would clearly show that before the services of the 
Head Chaprasi. I mean the workman, was terminated 
on 17th October, 1970, Satyanarayan had been re- 
cruited as a chaorasi. So, with Satyanarayan before 
17th October, 1970 there were six chaprasis and the 
Head Chaprasi i.e the workman. We have in the 
statement of the witness in earlier part of the cross- 
examination reading as 'Including the workman 6 
chaprasi^ work in the colliery and now 6 chaprasi? 
are working” suffer from irreconcilable inconsistencies 
thereby falsifying his evidence outright on a very 
particular point of crucial Importance. If I accept the 
statement of witness in Cross-examination reading as 
"Satyajiarfcvan has been newly recruited as the chap- 
rasi, he was recruited before the services of the 


workman was terminated”, then I am to accept that 
before 17th October, 1970 there was the workman as 
Head Chaprasi and six other chaprasis working of 
which Satyanarayan was one who was recruited be- 
fore 17th October, 197(). To clarify the position the 
Tribunal asked a question pi reply to which the wit- 
ness said, "Including Satyanarayan total number of 
chaprasis was seven of which workman whs one as 
Head Chaprasi before 17th October, 1970, After 17th 
October, 1970 there are now 6 chaprasis”. In cross- 
examination the witness could not remember if Satya- 
narayan was reqrqited as a chaprasi after I7th Octo- 
ber, 1970. In answer to Tribunal's question the wit- 
ness said that the office attendance register of the 
colliery would show when Satyanarayan was recruited 
and began to work as a chaprasi in the colliery office. 
In further cross-examination the witness gave out the 
present number of chaprasis working in the colliers 7 
saying “Now chaprasis are 6 in number in the colliery 
named, Baijnath, Rajaram, Fadam Bahadur Rejeswar 
Misra, Rudranarain Tiwari, Ganesh Mahato. Two 
temporary chaprasis named Chanpad and Chadrapad 
were taken in the colliery after 17th October, 1070”, 
It looses my comprehension as to how after the ter- 
mination of th e service of the workman concerned 
two temporary chaprasis could be recruited even for 
a day. bv the management, if the management was 
suffering from financial crisis. Before the termina- 
tion of the service of Head Chaprasi i.e. the workman 
on 17th October, 1979 Satyanarayan was recruited as 
a chaprasi. So, between 14th March, 1970 to 17th 
October. 1970 if the financial stringency caused the 
management to decide that the post of Head Chaprasi 
should be abolished, there could be no factual justi- 
fication for the management to recruit a chaprasi be- 
fore 17th October, 1970 i.e. Satyanarayan who must 
have had not been appointed on ‘begar.’ If the finan- 
cial stringency was the main cause for the abolition 
of the post of the Head Chaprasi, as contended by 
the management, it is inexplicable how two chapra- 
sis be those for a day or for a month, could he re- 
cruited after the abolition of the post of head chaprasi 
and the termination of the service of the workman 
which became effective on and from 17th October. 
1970, If the abolition of the post of the Head Chap- 
rasi was for the reason that the company was suffer- 
ing from financial stringency the amount of pay, 
paid to Satyanarayan who is still now working, as 
would appear from the evidence of the General clerk 
of the company, and that paid to two alleged tempo- 
rary chaprasis, recruited after 17th October, 1970 
would knock the bottom out of the reason alleged for 
the alleged abolition of the post of Head Chaprasi 
due to financial stringency. Witness No. 2, Hari 
Sankar Chatterjee, General clerk of the colliery, 
maintains attendance register. I asked the manage- 
ment on 21st September, 1972 to produce before this 
tribunal on 22nd September, 1972 the attendance re- 
gister of chaprasis and head chaprasi of the year 
1970 right upto the year 1972, at least for the year 
1970. But the management produced attendance re- 
gister from April 1971, Ext. M2. The witness who 
produced It said that many of the old registers had 
been mislead or misplaced. So the attendance regis- 
ter of 1970 could not be produced. He read the 
attendance register from 1st April 1971 and stated 
that five chaprasis are there in the roll of the collierV 
from 1 fit April. 1970. This is again in conflict with 
the evidence of the other witness the attendance clerk 
of the colliery which I have already pointed out. The 
witness No. 2 for the management, general clerk, 
said that the five chaprasis are now continuing as 
from April 1971. He said in examination in-chief 
that there is Satyanarayn’ who Is a temporary chap- 
rasi. Other two chaprasis Dhanpad and Chandrapad 
were temporary chaprasis. They are no longer in 
service. This register Ext. M2 continues upto 1st 
August 1972. Therefore, the evidence of two witness- 
es of the management auarrels with each other and 
reminds me of the celebrated addage common In 
legal perlance. "truth quarrels with falsehoods fhat 
quarrel among themselves”. Satyanarayan, according 
to witness No. l for the management, was recruited 
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before 17th October, 1970 when there were five chap- 
rasis and the Head chaprasi in all 6 chaprasis. So, 
before 17th October 1970 there were 6 chaprasis and 
one head chaprasi i.e. 7 in the chaprasis cadre. The 
workman ceased to be the Head Chaprasi on and 
from 17th October, 1970. So, the pure arithmetic 
would fix six chaprasis on and from 18th October, 
1970 working in the colliery and not five. Satyana- 
rayan must be there from any date before 17th 
October, 1970. Satyanarayan is still there. Therefore 
0 chaprasis are in the rpll. Whether Satyanarayan is 
temporary or permanent it is immaterial Two other 
chaprasis were recruited after 17th October 1970, 
Dhanpad and Chandrapad. Why these alleged three 
temporary chaprasis’ names were not entered into 
attendance register, Ext. M2 nobody could explain. 
The attendance register is maintained as slovenly as 
possible and does not appear to have been' authenti- 
cated by the Manager of the colliery on any of its 
pages. Whether the register, Ext. M!2 is the atten- 
dance register of permanent staff or temporary staff 
of the office of the colliery, nobody can decipher. 
Second page of Ext. M2 i.e. the attendance register, 
from SI. 23 to 28 bears the names of R, N. Tiwari, 
R. S. Misra, Rajaram Yadab, Padam Bahadur, Baij 
Nath and Ganesh Mahato. SI. No, 27 formerly was 
Ganesh Mahato. It was penned through over which 
it is written Baijnath, office Peon. SI. 28 was Baijnath 
penned through over which, it is written Ganesh 
Mahato, Chaprasi. So in April 1971 there are five 
chaprasis but there is no entry of the name of Satya- 
narayan who was appointed a chaprasi before 17th 
October 1970, and Is still working in' the colliery. In 
cross-examination, the witness No. 2 for the manage- 
ment admitted that temporary chaprasi Satyanarayan 
joined in 1970. He denied that Dhanpad and Chan- 
drapad were still working as chaprasis in the colliery. 
The witness gave out in examination ln-chief that 
from 1st April 1971 entries in the attendance register 
show that 0 chaprasis and one peon are working and 
they are all permanent. There is no explanation why 
the name of the temporary chaprasis had not been 
entered in the attendance register. Their attendance 
in the colliery office cannot hang in the air. There 
must be some document in which their attendance is 
recorded and Ext. M2 nowhere says that it is a regis- 
ter of permanent staff of the colliery office including 
chaprasis and peons. Therefore, I do not accept the 
correctness of the entries in the attendance register 
relating to the chaprasis. Now, oral evidence as I 
have discussed, make "both the witnesses unreliable. 
So, before 17th October 1970, there were 6 chaprasis 
and one Head Chaprasi i.e. the workman. Now six 
chaprasis are still now working but not five. After 
17th October 1970, two temporary chaprasis were re- 
cruited. There is no evidence when those two tempo- 
rary chaprasis were discharged. The burden lies en- 
tirely on the management to establish the cogency of 
the reason for termination of the services of the 
workman and not on the workman itself or the union 
representing it. Circumstances that I have just now 
reviewed from the materials on record lead to a legi- 
timate imference in. absence of anv reliable evidence 
to the contrary either direct or circumstancial, that 
the reason for abolition of the post of head chaprasi 
due to the financial stringency of the management, 
and the consequent termination of the services of the 
workman with effect from 17th October 1970, being 
superflous to the requirement of the management are 
thoroughly imaginary and unreliable. Therefore, 
the factual reason for the abolition of the post of the 
Head Chaprasi and the consequent termination of the 
service of the incumbent to that post With effect from 
1 7th October 1970, do not stand the test of scrutiny on 
the materials that 1 have already analysed. Accord- 
ingly, in’ my view, there had been no justifiable 
reason for the alleged abolition of the post of the Head 
Chaprasi, and there could therefore be no factual basis 
for the termination of the services of the incumbent 
with effect from 17th October, 1970 when there had 
not been in fact abolition of the post of Head Chaprasi 
of fb<* Colliery office concerned. So, there was no 


justifiable factual basis for the termination of the ser- 
vice of the workman concerned. 

8. The next question is whether the termination in 
law is justified. That will bring us to Section 25F(b) 
of the Industrial Disputes Act read with Rule 76(b) 
of the Industrial Disputes (Central) Rules. When 
there has been a retrenchment in fact, Section 25F(b) 
must be compiled with. Section 25F(b) reads as 
follows: “the workman has been paid, at the time of 
retrenchment, compensation which shall be equivalent 
to fifteen days’ average pay for every completed year 
of service or any part thereof in excess of six months;’’ 
In Bombay Union of Journalists v. State of Bombay, 
reported In 1964 ILLJ, p. 351 at page 307 their Lord- 
ships of the Supreme Court observed: 

“Similarly, Cl. (b) provides that the workman has 
to be paid, at the time of retrenchment, com- 
pensation which shall be equivalent to fifteen 
days’ average pay for every completed year of 
service, or any part thereof In excess of six 
months. It would be noticed that this pay- 
ment has to be made at the time of retrench- 
ment, and the requirement again provides a 
safeguard, In the interests of the workman; 
he must be given one month’s notice or wages 
in lieu thereof and he must get retrenchment 
compensation as prescribed by CL (b). The 
object which the legislature had in mind 
in making these two conditions obligatory and 
in constituting them into conditions precedent 
is obvious. These provisions have to be satis- 
fied before a workman can be retrenched.” 


Now, 'must be paid’ was explained by his Lordship 
Hon’ble Mr. Justice B. N- Banerjjee In the case of 
National Iron and Steel Company, Ltd., us. Third 
Industrial Tribunal, West Bengal and others, 1964 I 
LU, p. 525. At page 527 of the report His Lordship 
observed that the conditions in S. 25F are conditions 
precedent are beyond dispute. But still then the ques- 
tion remains whether an officer for payment of wages 
and compensation Is equivalent to payment itself and 
whether by offering such payment, .in the letter of 
retrenchment, the conditions precedent should be deem- 
ed to have been compiled with. Section 25F no doubt 
says that no workman shall be retrenched, ‘until’ he 
has been given either one month’s notice or has been 
paid, in lieu of such notice, wages for the period of 
notice and that such workman has been paid compen- 
sation calculated under S.25F(b), But it may be diffi- 
cult to make a workman accept payment if he will not 
himself do that. Therefore, an unconditional offer 
for payment, preceding retrenchment, may. be equiva- 
lent to payment. In that case the notice called upon 
the retrenched workman to receive payment following 
their retrenchment. A notice of retrenchment was 
posted on 1st September, 1960, the very day when the 
retrenchment was to take effect and the workmen were 
asked to call at the office for receiving payment either 
on the same or any subsequent date. There was little 
chance in the workman to receive the letter on 1st 
September 1960 and call for payment. The notice real- 
ly amounted to call to receive payment subsequent to 
retrenchment. In the light of the observations of his 
Lordships Mr. Justice Banerjee, along with the princi- 
ple established by the decision of the Supreme Court, 
which I have already quoted, let me examine the notice, 
Ext. M 1 dated 13th October, 1970. It was not handed 
over to the workman on 16th October, 1970 when he 
was working in the office, It was posted per registered 
post. The termination was to take effect from 17th 
October, 1970, There is no evidence that before 17th 
October, 1970 the workman received the notice Ext. Ml- 
The workman in bis evidence said that he received 
the notice after 17th October, 1970 that means after 
the retrenchment had been effected, The notice, as 
observed bv his Lordship Mr. Justice Banerjee of the 
Calcutta High Court, is a call to the workman to collect 
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a month’s wage together with retrenchment compen- 
sation due to him on or before 17th October, 1970, and 
to vacate the company’s quarter occupied by him. But 
in fact the notice Ext. M 1 was a call which did not 
reach the workman before 17th October, 1970, because 
it was not handed over to the workman on 16th 
October, 1970 when he was working in office. It was 
posted per registered post but when, it is not known 
if either on 13th, or on any date thereafter. But this 
Ext. M 1 did not reach the workman before 17th 
October, 1970 when his service stood terminated and 
the management could not produce any evidence that 
it reached the workman before 17th October, 1970. 
Therefore, the condition precedent as in cl. (b) of Sec. 
25F of the Industrial Disputes Act read with cl. (b) 
of Rule 76 of the Industrial Disputes (Central) Rules, 
in view of the decisions I have quoted had not been 
legally complied with. Therefore, on this aspect of 
the matter the retrenchment was illegal, and could not 
be effective on and from 17th October, 1970. The work- 
man did not get any notice as in Sec. 26F(a) read 
with Rule 76(a) of the Central Rules. Notice of re- 
trenchment is required to be sent to the authorities 
under Sec. 25F(c) of the Act read with Rule 76 (hi 
when the workman is paid one month’s wages in lieu 
of notice as contemplated in Sec. 25F(a) read with 
Rule 76(a). The one month’s notice in this case had 
not been served on the workman concerned. I have 
already held that Ext. M 1, the call for the offer was 
to have reached the workman before 17th October. 
1970 and was to be proved by the management to have 
had reached the workman before 17th October, 1970 
l.e. before the date of termination, as was held b” 
his Lordship Hon’ble Mr. Justice Banerjee In the case 
already quoted. This was not done. After Ext. M 1 
was received by the workman following 17th October, 
1970 but within 21st October, 1970 he did not turn up 
to the colliery. The management had sent as per 
money order coupen. Ext. M 3, to the address of the 
workman a sum of Rs. 108.44 asking him to accept the 
same amount as final settlement. Details of the settle- 
ment of account as the note says were being sent bv 
a separate registered letter. The workman refused 
to accent the amount. The notice contemplated bv 
Sec. 25F(c) read with Rule 76(b) was sent to the 
A.L.C.(C) which was received by the A.L.C.(C) on 
23rd October. 1070 while the moneyorder coupen would 
show, Ext. M 8, that the amount was sent Per money 
order on 14th November, 1970. So. before the off (Ter 
of payment by money order, of whatever sum It may 
be, the notice under Sec. 25F(c) read with Rule 76(b) 
had been sent by the management which was received 
on 23rd October. 1970 by the A.L.C. (C) vide Ext. M2. 
Rule 76(b) must be read with Section 26F(c)_ Cl. (b) 
Rule 76 reads as follows: “Where no notice is given 
to the workman and he Is paid one month's wages In 
Heu thereof, notice of retrenchment shall be sent with- 
in three davs from the date from which such wages 
are paid, but not before the wages are paid”. The r efor°. 
the notice. Ext. M 2, violates Sec. 25F(c) read with 
Cl. (h) of Rule 76 of the Central Rules. Therefore, In 
law the workman’s retrenchment with effect from 17th 
October. 1970 has been in total violation of the manda- 
tory provision of S«*c. 75F cl (b) and directory pro- 
visions of Sec, 25F cl. (c) of I.D. Act rend with cl. (h) 
of Rule 76 of the Central Rules. Ext. Ml could not be 
moved to have had he°n served on the workman before 
17th October. 1970. The workman’s evidence that he 
received it after 17th October. 1970 could not be con- 
troverted bv the management. So, the principle laid 
down bv his Lordshln Mr. Justice B. N. RanerTe fn 
the decision as I have quoted, was clearly violated 
The workman did not answer to the call as in Ext. 
M 1. Then an amount whatever it might be, was sent 
by monev order to the address of the workman on 
14th November. 1970 when however the retrenchment 
had already taken effect on and from 17th October, 
1970 and the notice. Ext. M 2, as contemnlated by Sen 
25F(c) read with clause (b) of Ride 76 had been =°nt 
to the A.L.C. CO who rec°! ,r ed It on 23rd Qc+ober, i n 70 
In the circumstances, as I have found, ihcre war thus 


clear violation of the mandatory and directory provi- 
sions of law In effecting the retrenchment of the work- 
man concerned. Under the terms of the reference 
there is the expression “is justified”. The expression 
“is justified” means justified in fact and in law. In 
the case of B. N. Elias & Co, (Private) Ltd. and Fifth 
Industrial Tribunal, West Bengal and others, reported 
in 1966 II L.L.J. p. 324, his Lordships Hon'ble Mr. 
Justice D. Basu of the Calcutta High Court at page 
326 observed: “Besides, the word ‘justified’ in this con- 
text, means ‘justified in law’. It has been held by the 
Supreme Court in the case of State of Bombay vs. 
Hospital Mazdoor Sabha (1960 I LLJ 251 at 255), “that 
the requirement of S. 25F(b) of the Act is a condition 
precedent to the retrenchment and that where the com- 
pensation money has not been paid prior to the time 
of retrenchment, /the retrenchment becomes invalid 
and inoperative”. His Lordship in explaining the word 
’justified’ held that the justification should be hoth In 
fact and in law, In that case justification of retrench- 
ment in fact for termination of the service of the work- 
men was found, but justification In law was not found, 
due to the violation of Sec, 26(b) and in that context 
his Lordships observed at page 327, “This the tribunal 
has done and its finding is that the payment having 
been made one month latter than the time of retrench- 
ment (which, being a finding of fact, is unassailable 
in the Instant proceeding), the retrenchment, though 
justified by the diminution of work, is not justified 
In law, and that the workmen were entitled to be re- 
instated”. So, when there has been no justification 
in fact and justification in law of the retrenchment of 
a particular retrenched workman, he has got the right 
to be reinstated to the post from which he had been 
retrenched. If the justification in fact was found, but 
not justification in law of the particular retrenchment 
of a workman in a case, a question might have arisen 
as to whether in the circumstances of such a case 
reinstatement should be ordered or adequate compen- 
sation in lieu thereof. That position has been made 
clear by his Lordship Mr. Justice D. Basu in the report- 
ed case where His Lordship observed at page 327 of the 
report, “But, instead of directing reinstatement, the tri- 
bunal has directed payment of the wages between the 
date of retrenchment and the date of the Davment. The 
petitioner does not and cannot, in view of the diminu- 
tion of its work, make any grievance of the fact that the 
tribunal has directed payment of compensation inst-ad 
of reinstatement. The contention of the petitioner is 
that enough has been paid and that the workmen are 
not entitled to any additional payment. This conten- 
tion has also no substance inasmuch as the addttlona 1 
payment has been ordered by the tribunal In lieu of 
reinstatement which would have logicallv followed 
from thp finding that S. 25F(b) had not been duly com- 
plied with. It has been held by the Supreme Court 
in Assam Oil Company v. Its workmen (1900 I LLJ 
587) that where reinstatement would not be fair to 
either party, the tribunal would have iurlsdlction to 
direct payment of compensation”.' But In th<= case 
here now before me, I have found that the retrench- 
ment of the workman concerned with effect from 17th 
October, 1970 is not justified both in fact and in law. 
Therefore, there could be no question of payment of 
adequate compensation when the workman has got the 
right to be reinstated to his post from which he has 
been retrenched with effect from 17th October, 1970. 

9. Point (ill). — Was the workman concerned paid on 
or before 17th October, 1970, retrenchment compensa- 
tion equivalent to 15 days average pay for every com- 
pleted year of the workman’s continuous service or in 
part thereof in excess of six months along with his pay 
for one month in lieu of notice? Was the notice under 
Section 25F(c) of the Industrial Disputes Act read with 
Rule 76 of the Central Rules lawfully served on the 
Central Government? If not, was the retrenchment 
of the workman concerned with effect from 17th 
October, 1970 justified in fact and In law? 

T need not dialete on this noint anv further Tn my 
finding in point No. (il) I have dealt with this point 
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elaborately. So, I hold the point in favour of the 
workman represented by the Union. 

10. Point (iv) ,• — If the retrenchment of the workman 
concerned was justified in fact but not justified in 
law, is he entitled to reinstatement with back wages 
and allowances from the date of retrenchment to me 
date of rendering of the award or to any other relief 
such as, higher rate of compensation, etc. 

This point has also been covered by my findings on 
the point No. (ill in which I have discussed the prin- 
ciple enunciated in the case decided by His Lordship 
lion’ble Mr. Justice D. Basu, already quoted. 

11. The learned Advocate for the Union, when open- 
ed his case, submitted that Section 256 had no manner 
of application in this case as the workman concerned 
was the only workman holding the post of Head chap- 
rasi. The workman was first appointed as a Chaprasi 
that means one of the security workman of the colliery. 
He was promoted to the post of Head Chaprasi. Accord- 
ing to Hare Ram Mlsra, Attendance clerk of the col- 
liery, chaprasis do work of security of the entire col- 
liery. Head Chaprasi was to supervise the work of 
other chaprasis and the work of other chaprasis Is 
now being supervised by the Manager. Before re- 
trenchment of the workman i.e., the Head chaprasi one 
chaprasi was recruited and two chaprasis after 17th 
October, 1970. The attendance register relating to 
those three chaprasis had not been produced by the 
management and the management did not explain how 
the attendance of those three chaprasis was being 
recorded in the year 1970 right upto 1972 and in which 
register of the colliery office. A chaprasi of the colli- 
ery working at the site of the mine is a “workman". 
He is entitled to bonus under the Coal Mines Bonus 
Act and Scheme and the rules thereunder, be he tem- 
porary or permanent. There is the madatory provi- 
sion that every workman of the colliery is eligible for 
bonus under the law must be given a bonus card in 
which all entries relating to attendance in the colliery 
week by week shall be recorded in order to calculate 
the wages, attendance bonus, provident fund contribu- 
tion, etc. This provision in the Coal Mines Bonus 
Scheme Act and the rules is mandatory. The manage- 
ment is required under law to maintain Bonus pay- 
ment Register without fail. The burden Is upon the 
management to show not only the justification in fact 
of the reason for termination of the work of Head 
chaprasi but also the reason why before the termina- 
tion of service of the workman as chaprasi, a chaprasi 
was appointed and after his termination of service, 
two chaprasis were appointed, be they temporary or 
permanent. Whether they are temporary or perma- 
nent, could be ascertained, if not from any other docu- 
ment, from the Bonus card and Bonus Register which 
are required to be maintained by every colliery, in- 
cluding the colliery concerned under the Coal Mines 
Bonus Scheme Act and rules. For withholding the best 
evidence that must be under the possession and power 
of the management, I can infer that if such bonus 
cards and the Bonus payment register in which entries 
relating to the payment of bonus to workmen are to be 
made under the Act. and the rules, would have been 
produced, those would have shown by the entries made 
therein that Satyanarayan was appointed before 17th 
October, 1970, and the other two chaprasis were ap- 
pointed after 17th October, 1970, and that they arc still 
working in the colliery, The word ‘Head chaprasi’ 
does not carry any sense of superiority In the chaprasi 
cadre. He is first a chaprasi i,e., a security workman 
and the company may have glorified him by describ- 
ing him as a Head chaprasi. The workman as Head 
chaprasi supervised the work of chaprasis but that does 
not mean that, he was in a supervisory cadre when his 
basic pay was Rs. 165 at the time of termination cl' 
his service. But as the learned Advocate for the union 
representing the workman submitted that Section 2 r ,f; 
did not apply, he advanced no argument as to whether 


Section 2511 of the I.D. Act could apply. Section 25H 
reads as follows: “Where any workmen are retrench- 
ed, and the employer proposes to take into his emp)o> 
any person, he shall, in such manner as may be pres- 
cribed, give an opportunity to the retrenched workman 
to oiler themselves for re-employment and the retrench- 
ed workmen who otter themselves for re-employment 
shall have preference over other persons’’. Rule 78 
ot the Central Rules in sub-para (1) says, “At least ten 
days before the date on which vacancies are to be tilled, 
the employer shall arrange for the display on a notice 
board in a conspicuous place in the premises of the 
Industrial establishment details of those vacancies anu 
shall also give intimation of those vacancies by register- 
ed post to every one of all the retrenched workmen 
eligible to be considered therefor, to the address given 
by him at the time of retrenchment or at any time there- 
after; Provided that where the number of such vacan- 
cies is less than the number of retrenched workmen, 
it shall be sufficient if intimation is given by the em- 
ployer individually to the seniormost retrenched work- 
men in the list referred to in rule 77 of the number of 
such seniormost workmen being double the number 
of such vacancies; Provided further that where me 
vacancy is of a duration of leas than one month there 
shall be no obligation on the employer to send intima- 
tion of such vacancy to individual retrenched work- 
men”. Now, hi this connection to resolve the distinc- 
tion if any between “chaprasi and Head chaprasi 
refer to page 81 of the Report of the Central Wage 
Board for the Coal Mining Industry, Volume I. The 
new designations are. Head Chowkidar, Haviidar, 
Jamadar, Head Peon, Head Watchman, Head guard — 
baBtc pay grade F 166 — 4—205 — 6 — 230. The chapra- 
sis are in grade H, basic pay grade being 140 — 3— 
170 — 4 — 178 Existing designation was chaprasi, new 
designation chaprasi. Chaprasis’ scale of pay in 
grade H begins aH Re. 140. The retrenched work- 
man Is neither In any of such new designations as, a 
Head chowkidar, a Haviidar, a Jamadar, a Head peon 
or a Headwatchman or a Head guard. There is no 
post with the designation Head chaprasi either in the 
grade F or in grade H. If the workman was in post 
with any of the new designations, such as a Head 
chowkidar, a Haviidar, a Jamadar, a Head peon, a 
Head watchman, a Head guard, grade F, his basic 
pay in 1969 would have been at Rs. 165. If he got 
promotion either as Head chowkidar or a Haviidar 
or a Jamadar or a Head peon or a Head watchman or 
a Headguard under the heading ‘New Designation’ 
from the post of Chaprasi in grade his basic pay on pro- 
motion in 1969 would have been Rs. 166. But he was 
neither a head chowkidar, nor a Haviidar nor a Jama- 
dar nor a Head peon nor a Head watchman nor a Head 
guard under the heading ‘New designation’ at page 81 
of the report. So, the workman, designated as Head 
chaprasi, was not either a Head chowkidar, or a Havii- 
dar, or a Jamadar, or a Head Peon, or a Head watch- 
man or a guard but he was a chaprasi. Since his old 
designation was chaprasi whereas there is no designa- 
tion, in the new designations of the service of the 
workman, as Head chaprasi. Why the management in 
1970 gave him Rs. 165 as basic pay 
wus not explained, But, before the termina- 
tion of services of the workman, Satyanarayan 
was appointed a chaprasi. Alter termination, two 
chaprasis were appointed. The workman was none but 
a chaprasi, even with his glorified designation Head 
chaprasi which does fall in one of the various New 
Designations as given in page 81 of the Central Coal 
Wage Board report, VoL I. Therefore, before recruiting 
chaprasis alter the retrenchment of the workman, the 
management was to have complied with Section 25H. 
Now, a chaprasi when recruited is to be paid Rs. 140 
as his basic pay. Two chaprasis were recruited after 
17th October, 1970. So, the management had to pay 
Rs. 280 for two chaprasis per month while it was Rs, 165 
per month that was paid to the workman. Before the 
retrenchment of the workman, Satyanarayan was ap- 
pointed a chaprasi at a basic pay of Rs, 140 (see page 
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81 of the report). So, before retrenchment of the work- 
man and alter retrenchment of the workman, the 
management took the burden of financial liability of 
Ra. 4uO per month. This again shows that the reason 
for abolition ol the post of the so-called Head chaprasi 
which the workman held was nothing but illusory and 
had no factual basis. If the management for financial 
reasons had to abolish the post of Head chaprasi, there 
could be no justification of the management to under- 
take the financial responsibility of Rs. 140 p.m. before 
the workman was retrenched and of Rs. 280 p.m. after 
the workman was retrenched covering a total sum of 
Rs. 420 while for flnaheial stringency the post of the 
workman concerned, a chaprasi, glorified as Head chap- 
rasi oy whomsoever it might be, but not by the Wage 
Board recommendations, had been abolished. This is a 
clear indication which confirms my finding as to the 
non-justification of the reason for abolition ol the post 
of the workman who was being designated by the col- 
liery as Head chaprasi though there is no such designa- 
tion for any such post at page 81 of the Coal Wage 
Board recommendations, Volume I. So, the workman 
was a chaprasi though he was designated by the colliery 
as Head chaprasi. There was no justification for the 
reason, as alleged, for abolition of the post held by the 
workman both in fact and in law as I have already 
found. There was also clear violation of Section 25H 
when after the retrenchment of the workman two new 
chaprasis were recruited, be they temporary or perma- 
nent. One chaprasi was recruited before the retrench- 
ment. Therefore, when the retrenchment itself has 
been found not justified both In fact and in law, the 
workman, as the law I have discussed, is entitled, as 
of right to be reinstated to the post of a security work- 
man fie was holding with the basic pay of Rs. 165 per 
month. Now, if he Is to be lawfully designated with a 
basic scale of Rs. 165 which he was getting upto 16th 
October, 1970, he should be designated either as a Head 
watchman or as a Jamadar or as a Havildar or as a 
Head chowkidar or as a Head peon or as a Head guard 
in garde F (see Central Wage Board Report, Vol. I, page 
81) . I am not going to designate the workman by either 
-proooe uj ‘miq gupapl uib i snoppnhhsop asoq* jo 
ance with the recommendations of Central Wage Board, 
Vol. I, page 81, in Grade F as his pay on 16th October, 
1970, was Rs. 165 per month but what should be his 
designation in grade F, I cannot decide on the materials 
on record. Why from the grade H of chaprasis with 
basic pay of Rs. 140 the management on promotion 
fixed the workman at Rs. 165 in grade F but with the 
designation Head chaprasi is for the management and 
the workman to negotiate and they are to determine. 
The designation of the post of the workman in Grade F 
right upto 16th October, 1970, would be chaprasi with 
grade F basic pay at Rs. 165 per month. Why I have 
not designated the workman as Head chaprasi and I 
designate him as chaprasi with grade F pay at Rs. 165 
on 10th October, 1970, throughout this award is this: 
The Coal Wage Board at page 81 of the Report, Volume 
I, observes, ‘‘we recommend the following revised scales 
of pay for the employees In the Watch and Ward depart- 
ment”. The new designation in grade F, as I have 
already observed, does not contain any designation as 
Head chaprasi. Existing designation was chaprasis but 
In grade H New designation is chaprasi In grade 
F. Within the grade F there is no new designa- 
tion as Head chaprasi. In accordance with the 
Wage Board recommendations, the existing 
designations with basic scale of pay of each 
grade were revised and new designations and new scale 
of pay in different grade were recommended by the Coal 
Wage Board at page 81 Vol. I. That has been imple- 
mented by the collieries in part. If the workman was 
drawing a basic pay of Rs. 165 per month on 16th Octo- 
ber, 1970, his designation could not have been, as shown 
in page 81 of the Coal Wage Board recommendations, 
Volume I, Head chaprasi. If I put a designation to the 
post held by the workman concerned, contrary to what 
is laid down under the heading "New Designations” at 
page 81, Vol. I of the report of the Coal Wage Board 
recommendations, I would be offending the 
recommendations of the Coal Wage Board 


which have been partly implemented. So, I 
leave the new designation of the workman to be 
worked out by the parties concerned, but, 1 hold 
that on the date of his retrenchment i.e., on 17th 
October, 1970, the workman’s pay as security workman, 
under Watch and Ward department of the colliery was 
in grade of Rs. 165 P.M. and he must be reinstated to 
a post of a Security workman under the Watch and 
Ward department of the colliery, carrying a monthly 
basic pay of Rs. 165 in grade F with all legally avail- 
able allowances, and on that finding, he is entitled to 
his back wages as I am now indicating with all the 
allowances for the period as I shall lay down. 

12. Therefore, I hold that to a post, as I have already 
Indicated, the workman is of right entitled to be rein- 
stated on & from 17th October, 1970 with his basic pay 
at Rs. 165 in grade F and increment, if any, with all 
available allowances as laid down In the recommenda- 
tions of the Coal Wage Board, so for implemented in 
the colliery concerned for the period from 17th Octo- 
ber, 1970, right upto the date of cnforcibility of the 
award, since I hold that the termination of the services 
of the workman with the designation Head Chaprasi 
with effect from 17th October, 1970, by way of retrench- 
ment, as defined in Section 2(oo) of the Industrial Dis- 
putes Act, was, in fact and in law, for the reasons dis- 
closed by the management, not justified. 

This is my award.

AWARD 

This is a complaint by Shri Paras Ram. Driver, under 
section 33-A of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947, 
wherein it has been alleged that his name had been 
removed from service with effect from 20th June, 1971, 
when a general dispute forming subject matter of 
Reference No. 2/C of 1971 was pending as from 4th 
March, 1971, before the Central Industrial Tribunal, 
Chandigarh without taking prior permission, and as 
such there had been contravention of provisions of 
section 33-A of the Act, and also that respondent had 
failed to provide him with an opportunity to defend 
himself properly inasmuch as he had not been supplied 
with most relevant documents. 
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2. On a notice having been Issued, and served upon 
the parties, the authorised representative of the res- 
pondent, expressed a desire to make a statement. Ac- 
cordingly statement of Shri Rattan Lai. the authorised 
representative of the respondent was recorded. 

Shri Rattan Lai has made a statement that the com- 
plainant had already been reinstated, but had not been 
allowed salary from the date of his dismissal to the 
date of his reinstatement, and. that he would try to get 
the salary for the above stated period paid to him (the 
complainant) if any such payment *was due to him, and 
that the proceedings be adjourned to some date so as 
to enable him to secure appropriate orders. 

Subsequently it was given out by Shri Rattan Lai 
that the Superintending Engineer, Administration had 
accepted the appeal of tho complainant, Shri Paras 
Ram, and ordered his reinstatement. The authorised 
representative of the complainant, however, maintained 
that after appeal had been accepted by the Superin- 
tending Engineer, Administration, it was not open to 
the respondent to deprive the complainant of wages for 
the period of suspension i.e. from the date of suspen- 
sion till the date of reinstatement. 

The authorised repesentative of the respondent how- 
ever took up the position that the complainant had filed 
appeal before a wrong authority i.e., S.E. Mechanical, 
and when the appeal was filed before the Superintend- 
ing Engineer, Administration it was disposed of within 
a fortnight, and as such the respondent was not liable 
to pay any wages to the complainant, the complainant 
being himself responsible for the delay in approaching 
the appropriate appellate authority. 

3. Since the parties were at variance as to the enti- 
tlement of the complainant to payment of wages for 
the period he had remained suspended, the respondent 
were provided with an opportunity to put in reply to 
the complaint. 

After the respondent had put in reply to the com- 
plaint, and the complainant had filed a rejoinder there- 
to, the following issue was framed: — 

“Whether there has been any contravention of sec- 
tion 33-A of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 
as a result of the respondent Project having 
removed the complainant from service during 
the pendency of the dispute forming subject 
matter of reference No. 2/C of 1971. without 
securing prior permission of the Tribunal?” 

4. The complainant examined himself as the only 
witness. According to him, after the charge-sheet had 
been served upon him, and an enquiry had been held, 
the enquiry officer passed an order holding him (com- 
plainant) responsible for causing accident as a result 
of which damage was caused to the vehicle, though 
according to him (the complainant), the accident 
occurred due to failure of breaks. He has also main- 
tained that on an appeal having been filed, within 10/12 
days of termination of his services, appeal, Ext. C/5, 
before the Superintending Engineer, Administration 
was accepted by the Superintending Engineer, Ad- 
ministration holding him not guilty as per orders, 
Ext. C/6, exoperating him of the charge. He has fur- 
ther maintained that he had not been paid his wages 
for the period when his services were terminated 
and when he was ordered to be reinstated. He has 
denied that he had filed appeal With the Superinten- 
ding Engineer, Mechanical, 


he was ordered to be reinstated by the appellate 
authority i.e.. Superintending Engineer, Administration 
vide order Ext. C/6. The fact that the appellate autho- 
rity vide order Ext. C/6 had exoperated Shri Paras 
Ram complainant, of the charge levelled against him 
shows that Shri Paras Ram was not responsible for 
the mishap to the vehicle, and there was no justifica- 
tion for keeping him out of service i.e., for the period 
when the enquiry officer had found him guilty of the 
charge framed against him and till such time as he 
was ordered to be reinstated. 


Shri Rattan Lai, the authorised representative of the 
respondent, has taken up the plea that the ‘complainant 
was responsible for filing appeal before a wrong 
forum, viz., instead of Superintending Engineer Ad- 
ministration, with the Superintending Engineer, Mecha- 
nical, and that the appeal was belated. This contention 
of his is, however, not supported by any documentary 
evidence or even orally by Shri Rattan Lai himself, 
when he appeared as a witness, and made a statement. 
On the contrary when the complainant appeared as his 
own witness^ he categorically denied that he had filed 
appeal before wrong appellate authority by the respon- 
dent. 


Taking Into consideration all that has been stated 
above, it is held that the respondent was not justified 
in not paying wages to the complainant for the period 
he remained out of employment till he was ordered to 
be reinstated, keeping in view the just that he had not 
been found guilty as is evident from orders passed by 
the appellate authority, Ext. A/ 6, and that he (the 
complainant) is entitled to be paid wages for the afore- 
said period.

Shri Mohinder Singh Toggar for the complainant. 

Shri Rattan Lai for the respondents. 

AWARD 

Shri Manohar Singh has filed this complaint under 
section 33-A of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947, and 
has stated therein that as he could not attend to his 
duty On 12th and 14th March, 1971 due to illness, he 
submitted an application to the S.D.O,, Operation 
Sub-Division of Field Mechanical Sub-Division' No. 4, 
Sundernagar, 

that he received a message from his home about 
serious illness of his father on 14th March, 1971 Srrd 
he proceeded to look after him, 

that he sent a telegram on 16th March 1971, to the 
said S.D.O. i.e. respondent No, 2 giving reasons for 
his absence i.e. on account of his father’s illness and 
requested for grant of leaye upto 23rd March 1971, 
as per (copy annexure ‘A’), 

that when he went to ioin duty on 24th March 
1971. the Sub Divisional Officer, respondent No. 2, did 
not allow him to join duty and instead handed over 
to him a letter dated 24th March 1971 (copy annex- 
lure ‘B’), informing him that since he had absented 


from duty for more than 10 days without giving any 
satisfactory explanation, his case had been treated as 
that of voluntary resignation', 

that his name had been struck oft from the rolls 
when reference No. 2/C of 1971 was pending before 
this Tribunal and that prior to removal of hifl name 
from the rolls, no enquiry had been held and that 
his appeal had also been rejected without due consi- 
deration having been given. 

2. The respondents in their reply have controverted 
the pleas that have been taken by Shri Manohar Singh 
in the complaint and have maintained that no tele- 
gram had been received by the S.D.O. from him for 
extension of leave, and that the question of institut- 
ing a departmental enquiry did not arise as per rele- 
vant clause of certified standing orders, and that they 
were not required to move the Tribunal for securing 
approval before accepting voluntary resignation of 
the complainant. 

3. No written rejoinder was put in by the comp- 
lainant, and he merely reiterated the position taken 
by him in the complaint. 

4. The following issue was framed: — 

Whether the respondent officers were not justi- 
fied in terminating the services of the comp- 
lainant, Shri Manohar Singh on the ground 
that he absented himself from duty without 
securing prior leave, and whether there has 
been any contravention of the provisions of 
section 33A of the Industrial Disputes Act, 
1947 in view of the pendency of Reference 
No. 2/C of 1971? 

5. Thereafter the parties were afforded with oppor- 
tunity to lead evidence. 

Shri Manohar Singh is the only witness who has 
appeared and Shri Rattan Lab the authorised repre- 
sentative of the respondents i» the solitary witness 
who has been examined by the respondents. 

6. The statement made by Shri Rattan Lai Js only 
to the effect that the services of Shri Manohar Singh 
were terminated on account of voluntary resignation 
as he had remained absent for more than 10 days 
without leave having been sanctioned, and as per stand- 
ing orders he was to have deemed to have resigned from 
service and it was on that account that bis case had 
been treated as that of voluntary resignation, and that 
there was no necessity in such like cases for holding 
any enquiry because the standing orders did not require 
holding of any enquiry. 

7. It is significant to mention' that the respondents 
have not led any evidence in rebuttal about the posi- 
tion taken by the complainant that he was away on 
sanctioned leave due to his own Illness on 12th 
March 1971, and to 14th March 1971, 13th March 1971, 
being a rest day, and that he had sent a telegram, copy 
of which is Ext. C/1 16th March, 1971, from his home 
intimating the reason for applying for extension of leave 
i.e. due to his father’s illness asking for extention of 
leave from 16th March 1971, to 23rd March 1971. and 
that when he reported for duty on 24th March 1971, he 
was not allowed to join duly by the S.D.O, Operation' 
Sub Division, Field Mechanical Division No. 4, 
Sundernagar. 

It is also noteworthy that Shri Manohar Singh had 
stated in unambiguous terms when he appeared as a 
witness that his leave had been sanctioned bv the 
S.D.O. Operation Sub-Division, respondent No. 2, 
and that he (S.D.O.) had received the telegram and 
these facts have also not been controverted. 

Besides from the copy of orders passed by the res- 
pondents Ext. C/3, it is to be found that Ihe receipt 
of telegram is not denied, and it has been mentioned 
in it that this telegram was addressed to the S.D.O. 
Field Mechanical Sub Division No, 4 Baggi, and leave 
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had been sanctioned by the S.D.O, F.M. Division of 
F.M. Division No. 4, who was not competent to sanc- 
tion' the leave. 

All this clearly shows that Shri Manohar Fingh, 
Complainant had duly applied for extension of leave 
vide telegram which had been received and address- 
ed to the concerned authority 'i.e. S.D.O, Field Mecha- 
nical Division No. 4, Baggi, and if bv mistake the 
leave had been sanctioned by the S.D.O., who accord- 
ing to the respondents was not competent to do so, 
the complainant was not at fault or responsible for 
such a lapse. 

It was infact incumbant upon the respondents to 
have placed material on record to prove that the 
complainant had remained absent without sanctioned 
leave continuously for a period of 10 days i.e. from 
12th March 1971, to 24th March 1971 but' as stated 
above they have not placed any material on the re- 
cord in that behalf and have without any justification 
treated the complainant’s absence from duty without 
sanctioned leave, and removed" his name from the rolls 
treating his case to be that of voluntary resignation, 
as per certified standing orders, applicable to the non- 
factory employees. 

Having regard to what has been' stated above, it is 
held that the respondents have failed to give any 
justification for treating the complainant as having 
absented from duty without sanctioned leave for a 
continuous period of more than 10 days, or that his 
case had to be treated as that of voluntary resigna- 
tion'. 

Apart from this when reference No. 2/C of 1971 
between the parties was pending before this Tribunal, 
it was necessary for the respondents to have secured 
prior approval from the Tribunal for taking the action 
that has been taken against the complainant i.e. re- 
moving his name from the rolls and treating bis case 
as that of voluntary resignation. 

It is as such held that the complainant is entitled 
1o be reinstated in service on his old terms and con- 
ditions of service and to payment of full back wages. 

No order as to costs.

In the matter of Arbitration under section 10A of 
the Industrial Disputes Act in the Industrial Dispute 
between fir management of Central Bank of India and 
Central Bank Employees union in the case of the 
Non-Desirm''fon as head cashier of Shri M. P. Jain, 
Assistant Head Cashier at IBC cash counter of Chandni 
Chowk Branch.

The management of the Central Bank of India re- 
presented by the Chief Agent and the workmen of the 
said Bank represented by the General Secretary, 
Central Bank Employees Union, Delhi vide their arbi- 
tration agreement dated 7th December, 1971 referred 
the following dispute for my arbitration under Sec- 
tion 10A of the I. D. Act. The arbitration agreement 
was published in the Gazette of India dated 20th May, 
1972 at page 1841:— 

“Whether on the basis of the duties performed by 
Shri M. P. Jain, Assistant Head Cachier at 
IBC Cash Counter of Chandni Chowk Branch, 
he Is entitled to be designated as Head Cashier, 
and. if so, to which category of Head Cashiers 
he should be classified?" 

2. The parties were requested vide my letter dated 
6th December, 1971 to furnish their respective self- 
contained statements ol claim so as to reach me by 
31st December, 1971 endorsing simultaneously a copy 
thereof to the opposite party. They were further 
requested that on receipt of the copy of the statement 
of claim from the opposite party, they shall furnish 
their counter-comments so as to reach me by 10th 
January, 1972, The Central Bank Employees Union 
furnished their statement of claim vide their letter 
dated 24th December, 1971 and the management vide 
their letter dated 30th December. 1971. The counter- 
comments of the parties were furnished vide the Cent- 
rnl Bank Employees Union letter dated 12th January, 
1972 and the management’s letter dated 18th January, 
1972. 

3. Since the publication of the abovesald arbitra- 
tion agreement took quite some time and it was not 
brought to my notice till late in July. 1972 the first 
hearing was held on 4th August, 1972 and the final 
hearing on 18th August, 1972. 

4. The Central Bank Employees Union vide their 
letter dated 24th December, 1971 stated that from 10th 
•Tanua^v. 1970 Pm management of Con+m-d Bank of 
India had created at their Chandni Chowk Delhi 
Branch a separate cash counter for the exclusive 
purpose of attending to cash receipts tendered by the 
parties in payment of bills drawn on them called ‘the 
inward bills for collection’ (IBC). This separate IBC 
Cash Counter Is located on thp 1st Floor of the build- 
ing of the Chandni Chowk. Delhi Branch, of the Bank 
while the Main Cash Department of the Branch Is 
located on the Ground Floor. The staff posted to man 
this counter consists of three workmen two of whom 
are Assistant Cashiers and the third Shri M. P. Jain 
carries the designation of Assistant Head Cashier and 
is paid sirecial allowance of Rs, 33 p.m. It was con- 
tended that Shri M. P. Jain was working as incharge 
of this IBC Cash Counter for all practical purposes and 
discharging the functions of independent Head Cashier. 
It was contended that the special allowance of the 
incumbent should be that of a Head Cashier in the 
appropriate Category as warranted by his duties anc 
responsibilities in terms of the bipartite settlement 
dated 19th October. 1966. It was stated that the dutlps/ 
functions /responsibilities which the Incumbent dis- 
charged of the IBC Cash Counter are as follows: — 

(i) Taking charge of the cash box for the IBC 
Cash Counter every morning and to keep 
charge of the cash received by the assistant 
cashiers at the counter during the day; 

(111 Taking charge of the tokens from the IBC 
department in the morning, distributing them 
among the assistant cashiers, collecting them 
in the evening and handing them back to the 
IBC department and keeping record of these 
tokens in the register maintained for the 
purpose; 

(Mi) Checking and scrutinizing the cash receipts 
vouchers for confirming that the cash has been 
properly received bv the assistant cashiers 
and the vouehers have been duly receipted by 
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them and then to pass these vouchers on be- 
half of the Cash Department under his signa- 
lures irrespective of the amounts of the 
vouchers; 

(iv) Checking and recounting the receipt packets 
handed over to him by the assistant cachiers 
and keeping the cash so received by him from 
the Assistant Cashiers under his custody in 
the Cash Box provided for the purpose 
throughout the day. 

(v) Verifying the vernacular signatures of Sundry 
parties for DA hills; 

(vl) balancing the cash at the IBC Cash Counter 
at the close of the day and to deposit the 
entire receipts of the counter with the main 
Cash department in the evening. There are 
separate Balance and Scroll hooks for . this 
Counter which are signed by him. 

( vii 9 Exercising general supervision of the IBC Cash 
counter. 

The union statement concluded with the demand that 
the incumbent should be treated as Head Cashier 
Category ‘E’ and paid a special allowance of Rs. 85 
p.m. from 10th January, 1970. The managements 
statement of claim averred that the IBC Cash Counter 
was functioning for the convenience sf the public on 
the 1st Floor of the premises in the same Branch and 
it cannot he treated as a Department separate from the 
Main Cash Department functioning on the Ground 
floor. It added that the Assistant Head Cashier posted 
on the separate IBC Clash Counter cannot be treated 
as an independent Head Cashier entitling him to the 
status and designation of Chief Chshicr functioning as 
incharge of the Cash Department of the Branch. It 
denied the duties claimed by the union to be perform- 
ed by the Assistant Head Cashier working on the sepa- 
rate IBC Cash Counter. It added that all the 'duties 
performed b.y the Assistant Head Cashier are his func- 
tions' responsibilities in the capacity of an Assistant 
Head Cashier. The management’s statement laid stress 
on the aspect that the IBC Cash Counter Is function- 
ing for the convenience of the public in the same 
Branch on the 1st floor of the premises and it cannot 
be considered as an independent Cash Department en- 
titling the incumbent to the status and designation as 
that of Head Cashier. The counter-statement submit- 
ted hy the union claimed that the IBC Cash counter 
on the 1st floor of Chandni Chowk Branch was func- 
tioning separately and independently from the Main 
Cash Department at the Ground floor. It claimed that 
whether it was functioning for the convenience of the 
public or otherwise, It was immaterial. What was 
material was the nature of duties handled by him and 
the status of the person posted to look after the IBC 
Cash Counter is to be determined with reference to 
his duties. It stated that while the duties performed 
bv the incumbent were functional duties hut they were 
the duties of a Head Cashier Category ‘E’ and not 
those of an Assistant Head Cashier. It reiterated the 
union's claim that the incumbent is entitled to the 
special allowance admissible to a Hoad Cashier Cate- 
gory ‘E’. The management’s counter-claim likewise 
reiterated Its earlier stand and stressed that IBC Cash- 
counter in Chandni Chowk Branch is a part and parrel 
of the Cash Counter of the Chandni Chowk Branch 
and was functioning under the ovei'-all charge of the 
Chief Cashier and, as such, the rlpmand of the union 
to designate the incumbent working on the IBC Cash 
counter as Head Cashier was not at all justified and 
cannot be entertained. 

5. During the hearing held on 4th August., 1972 it 
was felt that the duties of the Assistant Cashiers work- 
ing under the Chief Cashier at Chandni Chowk Branch 
(Ground Floor') should he gone into so as to distinguish 
(he additional duties, if any, performed by Shri M. P, 
Jain. On 18th August, 1972 the union representative 
stated that as a result of the enquiry held by the 
parties jointly into the duties of the Assistant Head 
Cashiers working under the Chief Cashier at Chandni 


Chowk Branch (Ground Floor) it transpired that one 
of the Assistant Head Cashiers sitting on the Ground 
Floor also performed the duties of verifying the ver- 
nacular signatures of the constituents and passing of 
the cash receipt vouchers (Seat A.) These were Iv 
of the duties on the basis of which, among others the 
union had asked for the redcsignation of Shri M. P. 
Jain as Head Cashier. The union representative 
stated that the fact that one of the Assistant Head 
Cashiers sitting on the Ground Floor was performing 
these duties does not mean that Shri M. P. Jain has no 
case for redesignation as requested hy the union but 
rather the man manning Seat ‘A’ should also be declar- 
ed as Head Cashier. He further stated that three 
duties which were performed by Shri M. P. Jain are 
distinctly the duties of Head Cashier. They are as 
follows: — 

(a) Verification of the vernacular signature of the 
constituents; 

(b) Passing of Cash vouchers-, 

(c) Balancing of Cash book of the Day In respect 
of the IBC Section and signing the same in 
token thereof. 

6. It was further stated that though the duties men- 
tioned at hems (b) and (a) above had not been dis- 
tinctly listed in the duties of the Head Cashier or the 
Assistant Head Cashier as given in Appendix B to the 
bipartite settlement, these duties all over the country 
were being, performed by Head Cashiers. It was also 
stated that according to the case law on the subject, 
even if one of the duties of Head Cashio.s is performed 
by a particular incumbent, he is entitled to an allow- 
ance of a Head Cashier. In support of this, the 
judgment of Shri A. C. Sen in the matter of Bank of 
Bnroda and their workmen Pace 2955 Gazette of 
India dated 22nd May, 1971 was cited. The burden of 
the a-' 7\t men t of the union representative was that the 
duties of the Assistant Head Cashier involved assisting 
the Head Cashier only and It cannot be inferred that 
any or all the duties of a Head Cashier can be per- 
form.' i bv an Assistant Cashier independently and still 
he c 1 remain Assistant Head Cashier. 

7. Thp Bank representative Shri M. L. Bhalla, Zonal 

Manager, stated that the Cash Counter was shifted to 
the 1st floor of the building because of paucity of 
accommodation and for the convenience of 

the customers of the Bank. If accommoda- 

tion were sufficient and customers, convenience 
had not been the main consideration. Shri M. P. Jain 
would have been accommodated on the Ground floor 
only and £e would have been working under the dir- 
ect supervision of the Chief Cashier and in lhat case, 
there would have been no case for a special allowance 
as Hand Cashier. It was forcefully stated that though 
Shri M. P. Jain is sitting separately (on the 1st floor) 
he continues to function under the Chief Cashier. II 
was also added that the final totals of the IBC Cash 
Book are incorporated in the main Cash Balancing 
Book of the Bank and, as such the IBC forms a part 
and parcel of the Cash Department of the Bank under 
the Chief Cashier. The Bank representative asserted 
that the main duty of a Head Cashier is to hold the 
Hank’s cash kevs and other valuable in safe custody 
jointly with another officer and this praticulnr duty is 
not. heirg performed at all by Shri M P. Jain. He was 
which is the duty of a Head Cashier. Accord- 
ing to the Bank representatives, even the Cashier in 
charge of a small Pav Office holds independent 
charge of cash and valuables of the bank jointly with 
another officer and is responsible for running the 
Cash Department and for that he is entitled to an 
allowance of Rs. 35 only — -slightly more than the 
allowance Shri M. P. Jain is getting. JTe con chided 
by saying that the union had no case and KhH m p. 
Jain w-ns being adequately compensated. Shri M. P. Jain 
it was added, previously, when sitting on the Ground 
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floor, was performing the same duties as he is per- 
forming now- The union representatives reiterated 
then' earlier sianci and sought to demolish the analogy 
drawn by the bank representatives in the mailer or 
Pay Office by stating that the mere fact that such n 
Cashier has to do certain duties which Shri M. P. .Jain 
was not called upon to do cannot stand ip the way 01 
his claim for a Mead Cashier's allowance. Moreover, 
the practice of keeping cashier in charge of pay offices 
is not now in vogue at the Central Hank, It was added 
that Shn M. P. .Jam when he was posted at IMC Cash 
Counter was a workman and not a supervisor. 

8. The short question for my consideration and de- 
termination is whether the duties performed by Shri 
M. P. Jain are according to the bipartite settlement, 
the duties pf the Tiead Cashier or that of an Assistant 
Head Cashier. While too much emphasis cannot be 
laid on tiie management’s assertion tiiut the IBC 
Cash Counter was shifted to the 1st floor of the build- 
ing lor the convenience of the Banks customers, his 
sniing separately on the ground floor is by itself no 
argument that he is working independently. Such an 
argument, if taken to its logical conclusion, will mean 
that every functionary sitting In a separate room would 
claim to be working independently. 

9. It is common ground between the parties that 
barring the three duties mentioned earlier, the remain- 
ing duties are the duties of a Asstt. Head Cashier. 
As regards the three duties mentioned above, it is 
admitted by the union representative that duties listed 
at items (u) and (c) have not been specilically men- 
tioned either in the duties of the Head Cashier or 
that of the Assistant Head Cashier. The fact that the 
Assistant Head Cashier is supposed to help the Head 
Cashier leads me to belive that these duties arc to be 
performed by both jointly. The assumption that Shri 
M. P. Jain is performing these duties independently 
Is not proved by the fact that the cash vouchers 
passed in the instant case are only those vouchers 
which are kept in the Bank and are used for its in- 
ternal functioning only. Further the balances of the 
Cash Book of the IBC Section are incorporated in the 
Cash Book of the Branch as a whole. The parties, in 
their report after joint inspection of the Branch, 
listed out the following duties to be the legitimate 
duties of the Chief Cashier: — 

1. To supervise the entire functioning of the Cash 

Department, 

2. Opening and closing the cash jointly with the 

Agent or the Accountant. 

3. Verification of vernacular signatures. 

4. Dealing Safe Custody jointly with the Accoun- 

tant. 

5. Arrangement of the duties of the Assistant 

Cashiers and Assistant Head Cashiers work- 
ing in the entire C.v_h Department. 

6. To sign vouchers in respect of cash remittances 

to the Reserve Bank of India. 

7. To maintain the attendance register for the 

members of Cash Department. 

8. To sign the scroll book and the main cash 

book. 

9, Referring to the duties of the Head Cashier and 
the duties performed by Shri M. P. Jain, I find that 
barring the dutv of verification of vernacular signa- 
tures, none of tlie duties is performed by Shri M, P. 
Jain. As regards this specific duty, I understand 
from the parties and I am personally satisfied that 
verification of vernacular signatures can neither be 
a whole-time job nor even a substantial portion of the 
duties of Shri M. P. Jain. I am given to understand 
that the vernacular signatures maintain/ct by the IBC 
Section are only a few and I do not think Shri M. P. 
Jain could be called upon to verify many of these signa- 
tures every day. I have persued the judgment of 
Shri A. C. Sen' cited by the union, I feel the instant 


case has to be distinguished on merits. I do not think 
an Assistant Head Cashier is to be designated as a 
Head Cashier if he performs a solitary duty of the 
Head Cashier off and on. I am of the view that Shri 
M. P. Jain has no case to be designated os Head 
Cashier. 

10. I award accordingly.

S.O. 3386.— In exercise of the powers conferred by 
clause (J) of sub-section (10) of section 63 of the 
Motor Vehicles Act, 1939 (4 of 1939) the Central Go- 
vernment specifies the following, namely: — 

The specification for the construction of all meyal 
single deck Deluc bus bodies on Leyland Comet 210 
wheel base or Tata 205” wheelbase chassis shall be 
as follows; — 

1. Main Dimensions: 

(A) Overall length of the Coach shall not exceed 
30’-CK' or else the rear overhang of the coach shall 
not exceed 60 1 per cent of the wheel base of the chas- 
sis. 

(B) The overall width of the coach shall not ex- 
ceed 8'-0" excluding the rear view mirror and Direc- 
tion Indicator when fitted. 

(C) The nominal interior height of the coach shall 
be a minimum of fi'-3". 

2 Body Structure: 

(a) The body structure shall be of good quality of 
steel folded sections. Hat section should be used for 
the cross bearers, pillars and roofsticks, the thickness 
of which, should not he less than 10 SWG. and 12 
SWG and 14 SWG. respectively, and they should be 
in one piece and not weided. All the metal fold sec- 
tions should be grandised and primered properly. 

(b) Adequate number of cross bearers shall be pro- 
•'•ided with a minimum of 11. The cross hearers shall 
be at section of side 3" x 4" x 2i" -10 SWG Arrange 
ment for proper supDort of short cross hearers must 
be made. The cross bearer should be properly spread 
depending upon the spacing of pillars adopted. 

(c) The side pillar shall he of hat section of size 
3-5/8" x 1-3/4" xl-1/4" 12 SWG. The spacing of 
pillars may he generally adopted as 58" according to 
International standards. Stum pillars may he provid- 
ed wherever necessary for proper distribution of load. 

(d) The roof sticks shall be of pressed hat section 
of size 3 1/2" x 1 1/2" xl l/2"-14 SWG. 

(e) The floor longitudinal shall be so arranged 
that the passenger weight shall be carried by struc- 
tural members: of the floor and not by floor board, or 
floor plate. The floor longitudinal may be of ‘C’ sec- 
tion of suitable size. Atleast three rows of floor 
longitudinal should be provided excluding the sole 
bar. 

(f) The roof longitudinal shall he so arranged that 
the roof weight shall be carried by roof sticks and not 
by the roof longitudinals. The roof sticks shall he 
of that section of size 3i" x l$2x 14" made of 14 SWG. 
steel plate. A minimum of five rows of roof longi- 
tudinal sticks should be arranged suitably. 
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(g) The pillars to which door hinges as well as the 
door striker plate are fitted shodld be of box section. 

(h) The front structure should be properly fabri- 
cated with a view that the vehicle have more elegant 
look. The drivers cab should be adequately support- 
ed at the front in such a way that the load is not 
carried by the bulk head, but is carried by the chassis 
frame. 

(i) The luggage book shall be provided at the rear 
with adequate space for carrying the luggage of the 
passengers. 

Cj) Flat type of door shall be provided at the fear 
of the coach with facility to open outwards. The 
batlery box and the stepney carrier should be pro- 
perly located. 

(k) Destination boards should be provided below 
the windscreen bottom level both at the front and at 
the rear. The cab portion should be completed like 
the cock pit in the Aeroplane. Mudguard arch should 
have a minimum of 9" clearance. 

3. Body Mounting: 

The body will be mounted on the chassis without 
drilling any holes on the chassis members except at 
approved place on the chassis side members. Balata 
backing of &" thickness should be used between the 
cross bearers and the chassis. Clamps of high tensile 
steel not less than diameter should be fitted to the 
chassis to fasten the body under frame to the chassis. 
Nyloc nuts should be used for fastening. Wooden 
pieces of suitable dimensions should be inserted bet- 
ween the webs at these locations. 

4. Floor; 

The flooring shall be of suitable aluminium floor 
planks or aluminium plain sheet of 8 SWG. The 
floor shall be covered with linoleum with pleasing 
colour. The floor plate should be fastened to the 
under frame members with i" diameter granadised 
M. S. Hex. bolts and nyloc nuts. The floor plates 
should be so laid and fastened as to make the floor 
entirely dust proof. 

5. Exterior Panelling; 

(a) All the exterior portion including the roof, 
shall be panelled with 18 SWG half hard 35 alumi- 
nium sheets. The fitment of aluminium penals 
should be in such a way as to facilitate easy removal 
of panels for repair; and for replacements. 

(h) Solid aluminium rivets should be used for fix- 
ing the aluminium exterior panels. Aluminium panel 
should be quated with dichromate or similar paint 
at its joints with its steel members, The panelling 
should be coated with anti-drumming compound of 
reputed make. 

(cl The roof shall be of 18 SWG. half hard alumi- 
nium alloy sheets. The joints should be of lap joints 
rlvetted through the roof sticks by two rows of rivets 
at proper pitch. The overlap of the panels should 
he r - |ual to the whole width of the roof sticks sec- 
tion. The front panel should always come on the 
top of the rear panel. After completing the roof 
panelling, the roof should be laid with proper quality 
of water proof fabric. Water gutter should be fitted 
at cant rail height to divert drain water Sky ventila- 
tor of proper size should be provided. It should be 
of tilting tupe. 

6, Interior Panelling: 

The interior should be fully panelled with half 
hard aluminium alloy sheet of 18 SWG. thinckness 
and the rivet shall be of solid rivet. The rivet should 
dc so perfect as to held the interior panelling very 
rigidly and should be spaced at not more than 3" 
pitch and spaced at 4" pitch on the roof longitudinate. 
Anti-drumming compound should be used to prevent 


drumming 1 effect. Thermocole insulation or any in- 
sulation should be provided between the exterior 
panelling and interior panelling. The truss panels 
should be fitted in the interior from the waist rail to 
the sole bar. The truss panel should be of 20 SWG. 
G. Z. sheets. 

7. Door and Windows: 

(a) The windows shall foe of unit construction in 
Pfin so that the whole window can easily be fixed to 
the body. The pan may be of pressed aluminium ol 
adequate strength. The window pan should be fixed 
so as to cover of the width of the pillar and should 
be completely leak proof. The window spacing may 
be adopted as 56" with double sliding, tinted toughen- 
ed glass. The window frame shall be Chromium 
plated to have more elegant look. 

(b) Glass panels should be laid in velvet channels 
for easy sliding and to prevent ratting. Sliding 
window glass should be provided with suitable 
catches for easy operation, 

(c) The passenger door shall foe of atleast 30" in 
width. It should be provided at the front end, The 
door shall be of flap typ-e and the hinge should be 
located it the front, The door shall conform to the 
outside contour of the body. 

(d) Emergency exit door should be provided on the 
off side rear most of the body. The emergency exit 
door should be so fitted that it should not mar the 
appearance of the vehicle. It should be provided 
with suitable locating arrangement enabling the 
door to be opened both from outside and Inside in 
case of emergency. The driver door should be slid- 
ing type instead of conventional hinged type with 
double sliding glass fitted similar to the passenger 
windows. 

8. Windscreen; 

(a) The front windscreen shall bo made of unit 
construction in pan and 'shall be glassed with lamina- 
ted safety glass of 6 mm nominal thickness. The 
front windscreen shall be suitably arranged so that 
there will be blazing for the full width to have 
more elegant look. The rear windscreen should be 
of full width, nominal thinckness of 5 mm. Two 
rows of guard rail should be fitted Inside the rear 
windscreen. These guard rails must he Chromium 
plated. Window screen curtain should be provided 
at the rear and the curtain cloth should be of good 
silk with pleasing colours. Guard rails should be 
provided at the interior of the windows. Only one 
number of guard rail should be provided and it 
should be Chromium plated. 

Ob) Door handles should be of sunken type. The 
lock and tower bolt should be provided both for the 
driver door and for the passenger door. 

9. Front Grill: 

The front grill should be electroplated and the 
body builder can design the grill appropriately with 
a view to provide elegant look. The front bumper 
should be of one piece and the rear bumper will have 
two pieces and the bumpers should be completely 
electroplated. 

10. Grahrall: 

Grab rail of 1” diameter (OD) of 12 SWG. tubing 
dulv Chromium plated should be fitted to the ceiling 
of the fous with not less than 8 brackets (2 and brac- 
kets and 6 in the intermediate brackets). 

11. Interior Lugguage Carrier: 

Two light luggage racks should be provided on 
strong Chromium plated bracket fitted from each 
pillar for keeping passenger hat and other light 
luggages. The luggage rack should be fitted at cant 
rail" height. 
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12. Painting: 

(a) All the steel structural framework should be 
granodised. The whole body should be then spray 
painted as follows: — 

(1) Primer coat of Red oxide or Zinchromate. 

(2) _ One undercoat, of the respective paint. 

(3) Two finishing coat. 

(b) Exact shade of the paint shall be selected by 
firm which gives the chassis for body building. 

13. Seats and Seating Layout: 

(a) The seating layout shall be two and two on 
either side with a gangway of atleast 21" in the 
centre. Each seat shall be of 18" square with inde- 
pendent hand rest either side. The distance between 
back to back of the seating shall be a minimum of 
27" and the total number of seats shall not exceed 
30 in Leyland Cometw ith 210" wheel base and in 
Tata 205" wheel base vehicle. 

(lb) The seat cushion shal he of 41" thickness tap- 
pering suitably to the rear and it should be of U- 
Foam rubber. 

(c) The back rest shall be of 2" thickness with 
redlining type. Seating arrangement must be in such 
a way that all seats will be facing forward and there 
should be adequate leg room provided in between 
the seats. The back rest inclination should be bet- 
ween 95 to 100 degree and In any case should not ex- 
ceed 105 degree. The seat covering shall be of 
leathertex of good quality with pleasing colour. The 
colour of the seat should match with the colour of 
the interior of the coach. 

14. Driver Seat: 

TELCO TYPE (DRIVE EASY) Driver seat should 
be provided for the driver. A separate seat for the 
conductor should be provided in the cabin of the bus. 
The seat shall be so located that It is in line with the 
driver seat on the rear side and the conductor should 
he able to control the radio etc. mounted on the panel 
from the seat. 

15. Lighting: 

(a) The Interior of the coach shall he provided 
with tube lights of 12" length with invertors, Ade- 
quate number of tube lights should he fitted to have 
good illumination. The front and the rear destina- 
tion boxes should be illuminated with concealed 
lights of bulbs of 18 or 20 W. single contract lamps. 
The wiring should he done with 6 mm. L.T. cable on 
the interior panelling on teakwood stripes, covered 
throughout in wooden casing in plastic sheathing 
easily accessible for repairs. 

(b) To show the true width of the vehicle, two 
green lights and a flasher should be fitted on the top 
from corner of the vehicle. 

(c) Three tail lights should be provided at the rear 
of the coach. Night lamps should be provided at the 
interior of the coach. Atleast, two number should be 
provided. 

(d) Double head lights of round shape with blan- 
kets on either side should be provided, at the front 
suitable height for the driver to approach easily dur- 
ing the night time. 

(e) At the interior of the coach, a lamp should be 
Provided for each seat with the Independent control 
in the sides of each seat. 

(f) Control for lights such as roof lights, tail light 
destination box lights, head lights shall be provided 
on the Instrument panel In the driver’s cab. 


1G Finish of the Vehicle 

Two headings, one at the waist rail level and an- 
other at the sole bar level should be provided, The 
beading provided at the waist rail level should be of 
adequate width and the beading provided at the sole 
bar level should be lesser in width. The bottom rail 
should be provided with grab rail. These headings 
should be completely Chromium plated, 

17. The following extra fitments should be provided 
to the Delux buses: — 

(1) A good quality rear view mirror should be 
provided on all aides near the driver’s seat. 

(2) First aid-box made of teakwood with glazed 
front should be provided In the driver’s cab near the 
conductor’s seat, 

(3) Electric fans of 12" sweep swelling type should 
be fitted in the Interior of the coach at the appropri- 
ate place. There shall be a minimum of 8 numbers 
of such fans. But, control switch for this electric fans 
shall -be provided on the drivers instrument panel. 

(4) ' Ashtray of tilting type should be provided at 
the back of each seat. 

(5) Provision should be made in the interior of 
the coach for keeping magazines and newspapers. 

(6) A Thermo jug type of water tank with pleasing 
colour should be provided at suitable place in the in- 
terior of the coach. 

(7) There should be provision for keeping Coca- 
Cola and other soft drinks in the Ice-box. 

(8) The coach should be fitted with the lighting of 
concealed system. 

(9) Interior of the coach should be panelled with 
Run-Mica or For-mica instead of the usual aluminium 
panelling. The Sunmica or the For-mica should be 
fixed plywood panel. 

(19) A Radio with loud speakers atleast 2 numbers 
should be provided at a suitable place in the interior 
of the coach. The Radio contreol shall be located 
near the conductor seat on the dash board. 

(11) Two good quality mudguard flan of 21" width 
3/8" thick and upto 6" ground level for the rear 
should be fitted. 

(12) A frame for holding certificate of fitness and 
permit (B) of 10"xl"x7" covered with a glass 1/10" 
thinckness for one side and plywood sheet for the 
back should be provided. It should be fitted at a 
convenient place in the drivers cabin, 

(13) Good quality Chromium plated License Holder 
should be provided. 

(14) Suitable C.T.C. pump with refill (Fire Extin- 
guisher) along with bracket for the same at a con- 
venient location on the drivers cabin should be pro- 
vided. 

(15) One good quality Sunvisor with ball type joint 
to enable visor to be moved in any direction should 
be provided. 

(16) Number plate should be provided at the front 
and rear with a measurement of 12"xl0". 

(17) Buzzers should be provided in the interior of 
the, coach with provision for control at four places 
throughout the length of the coach. 

(18) The engine opening should be covered with 
proper insulation to avoid beat radiation,

S.O. 3387.— The following regulations which have 
■been made by the Board of Trustees of the Seamen s 
Provident Fund in pursuance of sub-section (6) I of 
section 7 of the Seamen's Provident Fund Act, 1968 
(4 of 1966) read with sub-paragraph (2) of paragraph 
20 of the Seamen’s Provident Scheme, 1966, and with 
the approval of the Central Government, are published 
for general Information: — 

Seamen’s Provident Fund Organisation 
(Staff General Provident Fund ) 
Regulations, 1972 


1 Short title and commencement.— (1) These regula- 
tions mfy be called the Seamen’s Provident Fund 
Organisation Staff (Genegal Provident Fund) Regula- 


tions, 1972. 

(2) They shall come into force with effect from 1st 
May, 1972. 


2. Definitions. — In these regulations, unless the con- 
text otherwise requires:— 

(1) ‘Commissioner’ means the Commissioner for 
Seamen’s Provideht Fund appointed under 
Sub-section (1) of section 7 of the Seamen’s 
Provident Fund Act, 1966, (4 of 1966); 

(ii) ‘emoluments’ means pay, dearness pay, leave 
salary or subsistence grant as defined in the 
Fundamental Rules and includes:— 

(a) any wages paid by the Seamen’s Provident 
Fund Organisation to the employees not 
remunerated by fixed monthly pay; 

(b) any remuneration of the nature of pay 
received in respect of foreign service, i.e. 
service rendered with any other employer 
with the permission of the Commissioner; 

(ill) ‘employee’ means ahy person holding an 
appoitment, the emoluments of which are paid 
by the Seamen’s Provident Fund Organisation; 

(iv) ‘family’ means — 

(a) in the case of a male subscriber, the wife or 
wives and children of the subscriber and the 
widow or widows and children of a deceased 
son of the subscriber: 

Provided that if a subscriber proves that his 
wife has been judicially separated from 
him or has ceased under the customary law 
of the community to which the parties be- 
long to be entitled to maintenance she 
shall thenceforth be deemed to be no 
longer a member of the subscriber’s family 
in matters to which these regulations re- 
late unless the subscriber subsequently 
indicates by express notification in writing 
to the Commissioner that she shall continue 
to be so regarded; and 

(b) in the case of a female subscriber, the hus- 
band and children Of the subscriber and the 
widow or widows and children of a deceased 
son of the subscriber; 

Provided that if a subscriber by notification in 
writing to the Commissoner expresses her 
desire to exclude her husbanr from her 
family, the husband shall thenceforth be 
deemed to be longer a member of the sub- 
scriber’s family in matters to which these 
regulations relate, unless the subscriber 
subsequently cancels formally in writing 
her notification excluding him; 

Note I.— ‘Children’ means legitimate children; 

Note II. — In adopted, child shall be considered 
to be a child only when the Commission- 
ner or when any doubt arises in the mind 
of the Commissioner, the Solicitor to the 
Government of India, is satisfied that 
under the personal law of the subscriber, 
adoption Is legally recognised as conferring 
the status of a natural child; 

(v) 'Provideht Fund’ means th* Seamen’s Provi- 
dent Fund Organisation Staff General Provi- 
dent Fund; 

(vi) ‘Schedule’ means a Schedule appended to these 
regulations; 

(vii) ‘Seamen’s Provident Fund Organisation’ means 
th e Organisation set up under the Seamen’s 
Provident Fund Act, 1966 and the Scheme 
framed thereunder; 

(viii) 'staff means employees appointed under the 
Seamen’s Provident Fund Organisation for the 
administration of the Seamen's Provident Fuhd 
Scheme, 1966; 
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(ix) ‘subscriber’ means any employee or a member 
of the stall of the Seamen's Provident Fund 
Organisation admitted to the Provident Fund; 

(x) ‘year’ means a financial year begining on the 
1st day of April, and endinng on the 31st day 
of March, following. 

3. Constitution.— There shall be created a Fund called 
‘The Seamen’s Provident Fund Organisation staff 
General Provident Fund’. 

4. Management of the Provident Fund.— The Provi- 
dent Fund shall be administered and maintained by 
the Commissioner In rupees in India. 

5. Application. — These regulations shall apply to all 
pensionable employees holding a substantive appoint- 
ment" in the Seamen’s Provident Fund Organisation: 

Provided that employees in temporary service may 
also be admitted to the Provident Fund with the wri- 
item consent of the Commissioner if they have been 
employed or in the opinion of the Commissioner are 
likely to be employed for at least three years. 

6. Transfer of past accumulations.— Where a subs- 
criber admitted to the benefit of the Provident Fund 
was a member of any other Provident Fund before his 
appoihtment in th e Seamen’s Provident Fund Organi- 
sation, hi s past accumulations in that other Provident 
Fund may, on an application made by him to the Com- 
missioner in this behalf, be accepted by the Commis- 
sioner and credited to his Provident Fund account, if 
hi s previous employer agrees! to transfer the said 
accumulations, 

7. Nomination, — (1) A subscriber shall, as soon as 
may be after admission to the Provident Fund, submit 
to the Commissioner a nomination conferring on one 
or more persons the right to receive th e amount that 
may stand to his credit in the Provident Fund in the 
event of hi K death occuring before that amount has 
become payable or having become payable has not been 
paid. If any such person predeceses the subscriber, 
the right conferred upon him shall pass to such other 
person or persons as provided in the nomination, 

(2) If at the time of making the nomination the 
subscriber has a family, the nomination shall not be in 
favour of any person or persons other than the mem- 
bers of his family. 

(3) Every such nomination shall he in the form set 
forth in the First Schedule. If a subscriber nominates 
more than one person under sub-regulation (1), he 
shall specify jn the nomination the amount or share 
payable to each of the nominees in such manner as to 
cover the whole of the amount that may stand to his 
credit in the Provident Fund at any time. 

(4) A subscriber may, at any time, cancel a nomi- 

nation Lv sending a notice ih writing to the Commi- 
ssioner: 1 P 

Provided that the subscriber shall, along with such 
notice, send a fresh nomination in accordance with sub- 
regulations (11 and (2); 

(51 Every nomination made and every notice of 
cancellation given, by a subscriber shall, to the extent 
that if- is valid take effect, on the date on which it is 
received by the Commissioner. 

(6) A subscriaer may provide in a nomination — 

(a) in respect of any specified nominee that in 
the event of his predeceasing the subscriber, 
the right conferred upon that nominee shall 
past; to such other persons as may be specified 
in the nomination; 

(bl that the nomination shall become invalled in 
the event Of the happening of a contingency 
specified therein, provided that if at the time 
of making thg nomination the subscriber has 


no family he shall provide in the nomination 
that it shall become invalid in the event of 
his subsequantly acquiring a family. 

8. Subscriber’s Account. — An account shall be pre- 
pared in the name of each subscriber and maintained 
by the Commissioner in th e from set forth in the Se- 
cond Schedule. 

9. Conditions of subscription. — (1) A subscriber shall 
subscribe monthly to the Provident Fund when On 
duty or leave or foreign service. 

(2) A subscriber may, at his election, not subscribe 
during extraodinary leav e without pay or while under 
suspension. He shall, however, on return from such 
loave or on re-instatement after suspension, be allowed 
the option to subscribe for that period at the discretion 
of the Commissioner. 

(3) The election of a subscriber intimated under sub- 
regulation (2) shall be final. 

10. Rate of subscription.— (if The amount of subs- 
cription shall be fixed by the subscriber himself sub- 
ject to the following conditions, namely: — 

(a) it shall be expressed in whole rupees, 

(b) it may be any sum so expressed at a rate not 
less than 6 per sent of his monthlv emolu- 
ments arm note more than the total emolu- 
ments!. 

(2) For the purpose of sub-regulation (1) the em- 
oluments otf a subscriber shall be — 

(a) in the case of a subscriber who was on depu- 
tation out of India on the 31st day of March 
of the preceding year or wag on leave on the 
said date and continues to be on leave and 
has elected to subscribe during surii leave the 
emoluments to which he would have been 
entitled had he been on duty; and 

(b) In the case of a subscriber who was on leave 
on th e date referred to in clause (a) and elec- 
ted not to subscribe during such leave or was 
under suspension on the said date the emolu- 
ments' to which he was entitled on the first day 
after his return to duty. 

(3) The subscriber shall Intimate th^ fixation of the 
amount of his monthly subscription for each year on 
the basis of his emoluments and rate permissible. 

(4) The subscriber shall be permitted t 0 Increase the 
amount of subscription once at any time during the 
course of the year; 

Provided that If a subscriber is on duty for a part 
of a month and on leave for the remainder of that 
month and if he has elected not to subscribe during 
leave, the amount of the subscription shall be pro- 
portionate to the number of days spent on duty in 
the month. 

11. Realisation of subscription. — (1) When the emo- 
luments are drawn on the establishment pav bills, 
recovery of subscription to the principal and interest 
on advances granted ifrom the Provident Furd shall be 
made by deduction from the pay bills. 

(2) When the emoluments are drawn otherwise, the 
subscriber shall forward hl a dues monthly to tho Com- 
missioner. 

12. Interest. — (1) The Commissioner shull pay to the 
credit of the account of a subscriber Interest at such 
rate as the Board of Trustees may from time to time 
prescribe for the payment of Interest on a subscriber’s 
accumulations in the Provident Fund: 

(2) In addition to any amount to be paid under 
regulation 14 interest thereon upto the end of the 
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month preceding that in which payment is made, or 
upto the end of the sixth month after the month in 
which such amount became payable, whichever of 
these periods be less, shall be payable to the persons 
to whom such amount is to be paid: 

Provided that no Interest shall be paid in respect of 
any period after the date which the Commissioner has 
Intimated to that person (or his agent) as the date on 
which he is prepared to make payment in cash, or if 
he pays by cheque after the date on which the cheque 
in that person’s favour is pul in the post. 

(3) Interest shall be credited with effect from the 
31st March of each year in the following manner: — - 

(i) on the amount at the credit of a subscriber on 
the 31st March of the preceding year less any 
Bums withdrawn during the current year — - 
interst for twelve months; 

(ii) on sums withdrawn during the current . year 
interest from the 1st April of the current 
year upto the last day of the month preced- 
ing the month of withdrawal; 

(iii) on all sums credited to the subscriber’s account 
after the 3 1st March of the preceding year- 

interest from the date of deposit upto the 
3 lst March of the current year; 

(Iv) the total amount of interest shall be rounded off 
to the nearest whole rupee, fifty paise counting 
as the next higher rupee: 

Provided that when th e amount standing at the 
credit of a .-subscriber has become payable, interest shall 
there upon be credited under this sub-regulation in 
respect only of the period from the beginning of the 
current year or from the date of deposit, as the case 
may be, upto the date on which the amount standing 
at the credit of a subscriber becomes payable. 

13. Advances. — A temporary recoverable advance 
may at the discretion of the Commissioner, be granted 
to a subscriber out of the amount standing to his credit 
In the Provident Fund on the conditions that: — 

(i) the advance is required to pay expenses On any 
of the following objects — 

(a) to pay expenses (incurred) In connection 
with prolonged illness of the subscriber or 
or any person actually dependent on him; 

(b) to pay for the overseas passage for reasons 
of health or higher education of the subscri- 
ber or any person actually dependent on 
him; 

(c) to pay obligatory expenses on a scale appro- 
priate to the subscriber’s status In connec- 
tion with marriages, funerals or ceremonies 
which by his religion it is Incumbent on 
him to perform; 

( II ) the advance is expressed in whole rupees and 
shall not, except for special reasons, exceed 
three months’ pay of the subscriber or 50% of 
the accumulation in the Provident Fund, which- 
ever Is less, and shall In no case exceed the 
amount of subscription and interest thereon 
standing to his credit in the Provident Fund; 

(III) a written request is made to the Commissioner 
showing reasons for the request: 

Provided that if the reason is of a confidential nature 
it may be communicated to the Commissioner person- 
ally or confidentially: 

14. Recovery — Any advance shall be recovered from 
the subscriber I n such number of equal monthly instal- 
ments as the Commissioner may direct but the number 
shall not be less than 12 unlesg the subscriber so elects 


(or in any case not more than 24, the amount of ad- 
vance being raised or reduced if necessary, to admit of 
the flxtion of such instalments). In special cases, where 
the amount of advance exceeds three months' pay of 
the subscriber the Commissioner may fix such number 
of instalments to be more than 24 but in no case more 
than 36. The amount of advance may be raised or 
reduced, if necessary to admit of the fixation of such 
instalments. The instalments shall be expressed In 
whole rupees and recovered from the subscriber’s salary 
in the manner indicated in regulation 11. The first 
instalment shall commence from the first payment of 
a full month’s salary after the grant of advance. 

15. Recovery of Interest.— (a) After the principal of 
the advance has been fully repaid, interest thereon shall 
be recovered in one instalment at t,h e rate of 5/12 per 
cent of the principal for each month or broken portion 
of a month during the period between the drawal and 
complete repayment of the principal, but, in cases where 
the advance is distributed to be recovered in more than 
18 instalments, the interest may be recovered in two 
instalments. Payments shall be rounded off to the 
nearest whole rupee a s provided in clause (iv) of BUb- 
regulation (3) of regulation 12. 

(b) Recovery made under this regulation shall be 
credited as they are mad e to the account of the subscri- 
ber in the Provident Fund. 

10 . Withdrawal from the Provident Fund. — Subject to 
the eondtiions specified herein, withdrawals may 1 be 
sanctioned by the Commissioner at any time after the 
completion 0 f twenty years of service (including broken 
period of service. If any) of a subscriber or within ten 
years before the date of his retirement on superannua- 
tion whichever is earlier, from the amount standing to 
his/her credit in the Provident Fund, for one or more 
of the following purposes, namely: — 

(a) Meeting the cost of higher education, includ- 
ing where necessary the travelling expenses of 
any child of the subscriber in the following 
cases, namely; — 

(i) for education outside India for academic, 
technical, professional or vocational course 
beyond the High School stage, and 
( 11 ) for any medical, engineering or other techni- 
cal or specialised course In India beyond the 
High School stage, provided that the course 
of the study Is for not less than three years. 

(b) Meeting the expenditure In connection with the 
marriage of the subscriber’s sons or daughters, 
anfi any other female relation actually depen- 
dent on him. 

(c) Meeting the expenses in connection with ill- 
ness, including where necessary, the travelling 
expenses, of the subscriber or any person 
actually dependent on him. 

(d) Building or acquiring a suitable house for his 
residence Including the cost of the site or re- 
paying any outstanding amount on account of 
loan expressly taken for thio purpose or re- 
constructing or making additions or alterations 
to a house already owned or acquired by a 
subscriber. 

(e) Purchasing a house-llte or repaying any out- 
standing amount on account nf loan expressly 
taken for thi s purpose. 

(f) For constructing a hous e on a site purchased 
utilising the sum withdrawn under clause (e). 

17. Conditions for withdrawal. — (1) Any sum with- 
drawn by a subscriber at any one time for one or more 
of the purposes specified in rule 16 from the amount 
standing to hl s credit in the Provident Fund shall not 
ordinarily exceed one-half of such amount or six 
months pay, whichever is less. The sanctioning autho- 
rity may, however, sanction the withdrawal of an 
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amount in excess of this limit upto 3/4th of the balance 
at his credit in the Provident Fund having due regard 
to (i ) the object for which the withdrawal is being 
made, (il) the status of the subscriber, and (iii) the 
amount to his credit in the Provident Fund. 

Note (1): — A subscriber shall be permitted to make 
a withdrawal once in every six months under clause (a) 
of rule 16, Every such withdrawal shall be treated as 
a withdrawal for a separate purpose for the purposes 
of sub-ruile (1). 

Note (2): — In cases where a subscriber had to pay in 
instalments for a site or a house purchased, or a house 
constructed through a House Building Co-operative 
Society or similar agency, he shall be permitted to 
make a withdrawal as and when he is called upon to 
make a payment In any Instalment. Every 3 uch pay- 
ment shall be treated as a payment for a separate 
purpose for the purpose of sub-rule ( 1 ). 

Note (2): — In cases where a subscriber has to pay 
draw money from the Provident Fund under rule 16 
shall satisfy the sanctioning authority within a reason- 
able period ns may be specified by that authority that 
the money has been utilised for the purpose for which 
it was withdrawn, and if he fails to do so, the whole of 
the sum so withdrawn, or so much thereof as has not 
been applied for the purpose for which it was with- 
drawn shall forthwith be repaid in one lump sum 
together with interest thereof nt the rate determined 
under rule 12 by the subscriber to the Fund, and In 
default of such payment. If, shall be ordered by the 
sanctioning authority to be recovered from his emolu- 
ments' either In a lump sum or In such number of 
monthly Instalments, as may be determined by the 
Commissioner. 

18. Final withdrawal of aceummulatioiis In the Pro- 
vident Fund. — The amount standing to the credit of a 
subscriber shall become payable at the time of quitting 
service or the death of the subscriber In the manner 
provided by these regulations. 

19 . To whom refund Is to be made. — The total accu- 
mulations In the account of a subscriber less the 
amount of unrecovered advance and interest thereon, 
if any shall be paid as follows: — - 

(il to the subscriber on his ceasing to be an em- 
ployee; ! 

(ill in the event of the death of the subscriber 
having made a nomination in accordance with 
these regulations to the nominee or nominees 


and in th e event of such nominee or nominees 
pre-deceasing the subscriber, to the alternative 
nominee or nominees in the manner indicated 
in the declaration form; or 

(iii) in the event of the death of the subscriber 
without having made a nomination in accord- 
ance with these regulations or whose nominee 
or nominees or alternative nominee or nomi- 
nees has or have not survived the subscriber, 
to me legal heir or heirs of the subscriber on 
the production by him or them of probate or 
letter^ of administration evidencing the gTant 
to him or them of the administration of the 
estate of the subscriber or a certificate granted 
under the Indian Succession Act, 1925, entitling 
the holder thereof to receive payment of such 
amount: 

Provided that if the amount of such accumulation 
does not exceed rupees five thousand it may 
be paid to any person appearing to the Com- 
missioner to be entitled to receive it, 

20. Annual statement of account— (I) As soon as 
possible after the 31st Mnrch of each year the Com- 
missioner shall send to each subscriber, a statement of 
his account in the Provident Fund in the form set forth 
in the Third Schedule to these regulations showing the 
opening balance as on th P 1 st April of the year imme- 
diately preceding, the total amount credited as on the 
31st March of the year and the closing balance on that 
date. The Commipisloner shall attach to the .Statement 
of account an enquiry whether the subscriber: — 

(a) desires to make any alteration in any nomina- 
tion made under regulation 7, and 

(b) has acquired a family (in case where the subs- 
criber ha® made no nomination in favour of 
a member of his family), 

(2) Subscribers should satisfy themselves as to the 
correctness of the annual statement and errors should 
be brought to the notice of the Commissioner within 
three months from the date of receipt of the statement. 

(31 The Commissioner, shall. If reaulred by a subs- 
criber, once, but not more than once, in a year, inform 
the subscriber of the total amount standing to his credit 
in the Fund at the end of the last month for which his 
accouhf has been written up. 

21. Interpretation. — If any question. Prises relating 
to the interpretation of these regulations it shall he 
referred to the Central Government for decision.

S.O. 3427. — The following draft rules which the 
Central Government proposes to make in exercise of 
the powers conferred by Section 3 of the Agricultu- 
ral Produce (Grading and Marking) Act, 1937 (1 of 
1937), are published, as required by the s«ld section, 
lor the information of all persona likely to be aflec- 
ted thereby and notice is hereby given that the said 
draft will be taken into consideration on or after 
15-12-1972. 

Any objection or suggestion which may be receiv- 
ed from any person with respect to the said draft 
before the date specified, will be considered by the 
Central Government. 

1. Short title and application. — (l) These rules may 
be called the Vegetable Oils Grading and Marking 
Rules, 1972. 

(2) They shall apply to vegetable oils produced 
in India. 

2. Definition.— In these rules, “Schedule" means a 
Schedule appended to these rules, 

3. Grade designations. — The grade designations to 
indicate the quality of vegetable oils shall be as set 
out in Column 1 of Schedules III to XII, 

PROVIDED that for purposes of export against a 
firm demand from a foreign buyer of any 
oil— 

(1) for which definitions of quality have not been 
mentioned in any of the said Schedules; or 

(ii) for which definitions of quality have i.een 
mentioned in the said Schedules, but those 
definitions do not satisfy the specifications of 
the buyer. 

The Agricultural Marketing Adviser to the Govern- 
ment of India may permit such oil to be designated 
as ‘X’ grade subject to such conditions as may be 
laid down by him from time to time, 

4. Definition of quality.— The quality indicated by the 
grade designations shall be as set out against such 
designations in Schedules III to XII. 

5. Grade designation marks, — (1) The grade desig- 
nation mark shall consist of a label bearing a design 
resembling the one set out in Schedule I affixed on a 
container or a replica printed on each container duly 
approved by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser to 
the Government of India. 

(2) The grade designation mark In the form of round 
label shall conform to the design set out in Schedule 
I (a). 


(3) The grade designation mark in the form of 
square label shall conform to the design set out in 
Schedule I (b). 

(4) The grade designation mark in the form of a 
rectangular tie-on label shall conform to the design 
set out in Schedule I (c). 

(5) The grade designation mark applied on sesame 
(Til or Glngelly) oil obtained from white variety of 
Seasamum seeds grown in Tripura, Assam and West 
Bengal shall contain the letters ‘E.R’ marked on it. 

6. Marking provisions. — (i) The grade designation 
mark shall be securely affixed to each container to 
be printed on each container in a manner approved 
by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser to the Govern- 
ment of India. 

(2) In addition to the grade designation mark, each 
container shall be clearly marked with such particu- 
lars and in such manner as may from time to time he 
specified by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser to 
the Government of India. 

(3) An authorised packer may, alter obtaining the 
previous approval of the Agricultural Marketing 

Adviser to the Government of India, mark his private 
trade mark on a container in a manner approved by 
the said Officer, provided that the private trade mark 
does not represent quality of grade ol the vegetable oil 
different from that indicated by the grade designation 
mark affixed on the containers in accordance with 
these rules. 

7. Method of packing. — (1) Only sound clean con- 
tainers such as tins, glass bottles, mild steel drums, 
railway tank wagons and ship-holds shall be used 
for packing and such packages shall be securely 
closed. Metallic containers shall be free from rust. 

(2) All containers shall be secured and sealed in a 
manner approved by the Agricultural Marketing 
Adviser to the Government ol India. 

(3) The net weight of vegetable oils In anv con- 
tainer shall be either the capacity of the container as 
in railway tank wagons or ship-holds or in accordance 
with the instructions issued from time to time by the 
Agricultural Marketing Adviser to the Government 
of India. 

8. Special conditions specified in rule 4 of the Gene- 
ral Grading and Marking Rules, 1937, the conditions 
set out in Schedule II shall be the conditions of every 
Certificate of Authorisation issued for the purpose of 
these rules. 

9. Repeal and saving*.— The Vegetable Oils Grading 
and Marking Rules, 1955, are hereby rescinded with- 
out affecting the previous operation of the said rules 
or anything duly done or suffered thereunder.

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These regula- 
tions may be called the Seamen's Provident Fund Orga- 
nisation Staff (General Provident Fund) Regulations, 
1972.

2. Definitions. — In these regulations, unless the con- 
text otherwise requires: — 

(i) ‘Commissioner’ means the Commissioner for

(ii) ‘emoluments' means pay, dearness pay, leave 
salary or subsistence grant as defined in the

(b) any remuneration of the nature of pay re- 
ceived in respect of foreign service, l.e, 
service rendered with any other employer 
with the permission of the Commissioner; 

< ill ) ‘employee’ means any person holding an ap- 
pointment, the emoluments of which are paid 
by the Seamen’s Provident Fund Organisation; 

(iv) 'family' means- 

fa ) in the case of a male subscriber, the wife or 
wives and children of the subscriber and the 
widow or widows and children of a deceased 
son of the subscriber: 

Provided that if a subscriber proves that his wife 
has been judicially separated from him or has ceased 
under the customary law of the community to which 
the parties belong to be entitled to maintenance, she 
shall thenceforth be deemed to be no longer a member 
of the subscriber’s family in matters to which these 
fegulations relate, unless the subscriber subsequently 
Indicates by express notification in writing to the Com- 
missioner that she shall continue to he so regarded, 
arid 

(b) In the ease of a female subscriber, the hus- 
band and children of the subscriber and the 
widow or widows and children of a deceased 
son of the subscriber; 

Provided that if a subscriber by notification in writ- 
ing to the Commissioner expresses her desire to ex- 
clude her husband from her family, the husband shall 
^henceforth be deemed to be no loner a member of the 


subscriber’s family in matters to which these regula- 
tions relate, unless the subscriber subsequently cancels 
formally in writing her notification excluding him; 

Not e I ; ‘Children’ means legitimate children; 

Note II; An Adopted child shall be considered to 
be a child only when the Commissioner or when 
any doubt arises in the mind of the Com- 
missioner, the Solicitor to the Government of 
India, is satisfied that under the personal law 
of the subscriber, adoption is legally recognised 
as conferring the status of a natural child; 

(v) ’Provident Fund’ means the Seamen’s Provident 

Fund Organisation Stall General Provident 

Fund ; 

(vi) Schedule’ means a Schedule appended to 
these regulations; 

(vii) ’Seamen’s Provident Fund Organisation’ means 
the Organisation set up under the Seamen’s 
Provident Fund Act, 1960 and the Scheme 
framed thereunder; 

(vitl) ‘staff’ means employees appointed under the 
Seamen’s Provident Fund Organisation for the 
administration of the Seamen’s Provident 

Fund Scheme, 1966;; 

(ix) ‘subscriber’ means any employee or a member 
of the staff of the Seamen's Provident Fund 
Organisation admitted to the Provident Fund; 

(x) ‘year’ means a financial year beginning on the 

1st day of April, and ending on the S 1st day 
of March, following. 


3. Constitution. -There shall be created a Fund called 
‘The Seamen’s Provident Fund Organisation Staff Gene- 
ral Frovident Fund’. 


4. Management of the Provident Fund. — The Provi- 
dent Fund shall be administered and maintained by 
the Commissioner in rupees in India. 

5. Application. — These regulations shall apply to ail 
pensionable employees holding a substantive appoint- 
ment In the Seamen’s Provident Fund Organisation: 

Provided that employed in temporary service may 
also be admitted to the Provident Fund with the 
written consent of the Commissioner if they have been 
employed or in the opinion of the Commissioner are 
likely to be employed for at least three years. 

6 Transfer of past accumulations.— Where a sub- 
scriber admitted to the benefit of the Provident Fund 
was a member of any other Provident Fund before his 
appointment in the Seamen’s Provident Fund Organisa- 
tion. his past accmulalions in that other Provident Fund 
may, on an application made by him to the Commis- 
sioner in this behalf, be accepted by the Commissioner 
and credited to his Provident Fund account, if his 
previous employer agrees to transfer the said accumula- 
tions. 

7 Nomination.— (1 ) A subscriber shall, as soon as 
may he after admission to the Provident Fund, submit 
to the Commissioner a nomination conferring on one 
or more persons the right to receive the amount that 
may stand to his rredit in the Provident Fund in the 
event of his death occuring before that amount has 
become payable or having become payable has not been 
paid. If any such person predeceases the subscriber, 
the right conferred upon him shall pass to such other 
person or persons as provided »n the nomination, 
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emoluments to which he would have been en- 
titled had he been on duty; and 

(bj in the ease of a subscriber who was on leave 
on the date referred to In clause (a) and 
elected not to subscribe during such leave or 
ivas under suspension on the said date the 
emoluments to which he was entitled on the 
first day after his return to duty 


(2) If at the time of making the nomination the sub- 
scriber has a family, the nomination shall not be In 
favour of any person or persons other than the mem- 
bers of his family. 


(8) Every such nomination shall be in the form set 
forth in the First Schedule, If a subscriber nominates 
more than one person under sub-regulation (1), he 
shall specify In the nomination the amount or share 
payable to each of the nominations in such manner as 
to csover the whole of the amount that may stand to 
his credit in the Privident Fund at any time. 

(4 ! A subscirber may, at any time, cancel a nomina- 
tion by sending a notice in writing to the Commis- 
sioner: 

Provided that the subscirber shall, along with such 
notice, send a fresh nomination in accordance with 
sub-regulations (1) and (2); 

(5) Every notimatlon made and every notice of can- 
cellation given, by a subscriber shall, to the extend 
that it is valid, take effect, on the date on which it Is 
received by the Commissioner. 

(6) A subscriber may provide in a nomination — 

(a) in respect of any specified nominee that in the 
event of his predeceasing the subscriber, the 
right conferred upon that nominee shall pass 
to such other persons as may be specified In 
the nomination; 

(b) that the nomination shall become invalid in 
the event of the happening of a contingency 
specified therein, provided that if at the time 
of making the nomination the subscriber has 
no family he shall provide In the nomination 
that if shall become invalid in the event of 
his subsequently acquiring a family. 

8 Subscriber’s Account; An account shall be pre- 
pared in the name of each subscriber and maintained 
by the Commissioner in the form set forth in the 
Second Schedule. 

9. Conditions of subscription.— (1) A subscriber shall 
subscribe monthly to the Provident Fund when on 
duty or leave or foreign service, 

(2) A subscriber may, at his election, not subscribe 
during extraordinary leave without pay or while under 
suspension. He shall, however, on return from such 
leave or on re-instatement after suspension, be allowed 
the option to subscribe for that period at the discretion 
of the Commissioner. 

(3) The election of a subscriber intimated under sub- 
regulation (2) shall be final. 

10 Bate of subscription— (1) The amount of sub- 
scription shall be fixed by the subscriber himself sub- 
ject to the following conditions, namely:— 

(a) it shall be exjressed in whole rupees, 

(b) it may be any sum so expressed at a rate not 
less tlian 6 per cent of his monthly emoluments 
and not more than the total emoluments. 

(2) For the purpose of sub-regulation (1) the emolu- 
ments of a subscriber shall be- 
ta) In the case of a subscriber who was on depu- 
tation out of . India on the 31st day of March 
of the preceding year or was on leave on the 
said date and continues to be on leave and has 
elected to subscribe during such leave the 


<;i > The subscribe i' shall intimate the fixation of the 
amount of his monthly subscript ioa for each year on 
the basis of his emoluments and rate permissible. 

(4) The subscriber shall be permitted to increase the 
amount ol subscription once at any time during the 
eou 'sc of the year. 

Provided that if a subscriber is on duty for a part 
of a month and on leave for the remainder of that 
month and if he has elected not to subscribe during 
leave, the amount of the subscription shall be propor- 
tionate to the number of days spent on duty in the 
month. 

U. Realisation of subscription. — (1) When the emo- 
luments are drawn on the establishment pay bills, 
recovery of subscription to the principal and interest 
on advances granted from the Provident Fund shall 
be made by deduction from the pay bills. 

(2) When the emoluments are drawn otherwise, the 
subscriber shall forward his dues monthly to the Com- 
missioner. 

12. Interest. — (1) The Commissioner shall pay to the 
credit of the account of a subscriber interest at such 
rate as the Board of Trustees may from time to time 
prescribe for the payment of interest on a subscriber’s 
accumulations in the Provident Fund: 

(2) In addition to any amount to be paid under 
regulation. 14 interest thereon upto lho end of Ihe 
month preceding that in which payment is made, or 
unto the end ot the sixth month after the month in 
which such amount became payable, whichever of these 
periods be less, shall be payable to the persons to whom 
such amount is to be paid: 

Provided that no interest sho l be paid in respect 
of any period after the date which the Commissioner 
has intimated to that person (nr his agent) at the 
date on which he is prepared to make payment In 
cash, or if he pays by cheque after the date on which 
the cheque in that person's favour is put In the post. 

(3) Interest shall be credited with effect from the 
31st March of each year in the following manner: — 

(1) on the amount at the credit of a subscriber 
on the 31st March of the preceding year less 
any sums withdrawn during the current year — 
interest for twelve months; 

(ii) on sums withdrawn during the current year 

interest from the 1st April of the current year 
upto the last day of the month preceding the 
month of withdrawal; 

(iii) on all sums credited to the subscriber's .ac- 
count after the 31st March of the preceding 
year— Interest from the date of deposit upto- 
the 31st March of the current year; 

(iv) the total amount of interest shall he rounded 
off to the nearest whole rupee, fifty paise 
counting as the next higher rupee: 
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Provided that when the amount standing at the 
credit of a subscriber has become payable, interest 
shall thereupon be credited under this sub-regulation 
in respect only of the period from the beginning of the 
current year or from the date of deposit, as the case 
may be, upto the date on which the amount standing 
at , the credit of a subscriber becomes payable. 

13. Advances. — A temporary recoverable advance 
may at the discretion of the Commissioner, be granted 
to a subscriber out of the amount standing to his cre- 
dit in the Provident Fund on the conditions that: 

(i) the advance is required to pay expenses on 
any of the following obiects — 

(a) to pay expenses (incurred) in connection 
with prolonged illness of the subscriber or 
any person actually dependent on him: 

(b) to pay for the overseas passage for reasons 
of health or higher education of the subscri- 
ber or any person actuallv dependent on him; 

(c) to pay obligatory expenses on a scale appro- 
priate to the subscriber's status in connec- 
tion with marriages, funerals or ceremonies 
which by his religion it is incumbent on him 
to perform: 

(n) the advance is expressed m whole rupees and 
shall not, except for special reasons, exceed 
three months' pay of the subscriber or 50 per 
cent of the accumulation in the Provident 
Fund, whichever is less, and shall in no case 
exceed the amount of subscription and interest 
thereon standing to his credit in the Provident 
Fund; 

(m; a svritten request is made to the Commissioner 
showing reasons for the request: 

Provided that if the reason is of a confidential nature 
it may be communicated to the Commissioner personal- 
ly or confidentially. 

14. Recovery. — Any advance shall be recovered from 
the subscriber in such number of equal monthly instal- 
ments as the Commissioner may direct but the number 
shall not be less than 12 unless the subscriber so 
elects (or in any case not more than 24, the amount of 
advance being raised or reduced if necessary, to admit 
of the fixation of such instalments). In special cases, 
where the amount of advance exceeds three months’ 
pay of the subscriber the Commissioner may fix such 
number of instalments to be more than 24 but in no 
case more than 36. The amount of advance may be 
raised or reduced, if necessary to admit of the fixation 
of such instalments. The instalments shall be expres- 
sed in whole rupees and recovered from the subscriber’s 
salary in the manner indicated in regulation 11. The 
first instalment shall commence from the first payment 
of a full month’s salary after the grant of advance. 

15. Recovery of Interest. — (a) After the principal of 
the advance has been fully repaid, interest thereon 
shall be recovered in one instalment at the rate of 5/12 
per cent of the principal for each month or broken 
portion of a month during the period between the 
drawal and complete repayment of the principal, but, 
in cases where the advance is distributed to be recover- 
ed in more than 18 instalments, the interest may be 
recovered in two instalments. Payments shall be 
rounded off to the nearest whole rupee as provided in 
clause (iv) of sub-regulation (3) of regulation 12. 


(b) Recoveries made under this regulation shall be 
credited as they are made to the account of the sub- 
scriber in the Provident Fund. 

16. Withdrawal from the Provident Fund. — Subject to 
the conditions specified herein, withdrawals may be 
sanctioned by the Commissioner at any time after the 
completion of twenty years of service (including 
broken period of service, if any) of a subscriber or 
within ten years before the date of his retirement on 
superannuation whichever is earlier, from the amount 
standing to his/her credit in the Provident Fund, for 
one or more of the following purposes, namely: — 

(a) Meeting the cost of higher education, including 
where necessary the travelling expenses of any 
child of the subscriber in the following cases, 
namely: — 

(i) for education outside India for academic, 

technical, professional or vocational course 
beyond the High School stage, and 

(ii) for any medical, engineering or other techni- 

cal or specialised course in India beyond the 
High School stage, provided that the course 
of the study is for not less than three years. 

(b) Meeting the expenditure in connection with 
the marriage of the subscriber's sons or daugh- 
ters. and any other female relation actually 
dependent on him. 

(c) Meeting the expenses in connection with ill- 
ness. including where necessary, the travelling 
expenses, of the subscriber or any person 
actually dependent on him. 

<d) Building or acquiring a suitable house for his 
residence including the cost of the site or re- 
paying any outstanding amount on account of 
loan expressly taken for this purpose, or re- 
constructing or making additions or alterations 
to a house already owned or acquired by a 
subscriber. 

( e ) Purchasing a house-site or repaying any out- 
standing amount on account of loan expressly 
taken for this purpose. 

(f) For constructing a house on a site purchased 
utilising the sum withdrawn under clause (e). 

17. Conditions for withdrawal. — (1) Any sum with- 
drawn by a subscriber at any one time for one or 
more of the purposes specified in rule 16 from the 
amount standing to his credit in the Provident Fund 
shall not ordinarily exceed one-half of such amount 
or six months' pay, whichever is less. The sanctioning 
authority may, however, sanction the withdrawal of 
an amount in excess of this limit upto 3/4th of the 
balance at his credit in the Provident Fund having 
due regard to (i) the object for with the withdrawal 
is. being made, (ii) the status of the subscriber, and 
(ill) the amount to his credit in the Provident Fund. 

Note (1) A subscriber shall be permitted to make 
a withdrawal once in every six months under 
clause (a) of rule 16. Every such withdrawal 
shall be treated as a withdrawal for a separate 
purpose for the purposes of sub-rule (1). 

Note (2) In cases where a subscriber has to pay 
in instalments for a site or a house purchased, 
or a house constructed through a House Build- 
ing Co-operative Society or similar agency, he 
shall be permitted to make a withdrawal as 
and when he is called upon to make a payment 
in any instalment. Every such payment shall 
treated as a payment for a separate purpose 
for the purpose of sub-rule (1). 
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(2) A subscriber who has been permitted to withraw 
money from the Provident Fund under rule 16 shall 
satiety the sanctioning authority within a reasonable 
period as may be specified by ,that authority that the 
money has been utilised for the purpose for which it 
was withdrawn, and if he fails to do so the whole of the 
sum so withdrawn, or so much thereof as has been 
applied for the purpose for which it was withrawn shall 
forthwith be repaid in one lump sum together with 
interest thereon at the rate determined under rule 12 
by the subscriber to the Fund, and in default of such 
payment, it shall be ordered by the sanctioning authori- 
ty to be recovered from his emoluments either in a 
lump sum or in such number of monthly instalments, as 
may be determined by the Commissioner. 

18. Filial withdrawal of accumulations in the Provi- 
dent Fluid: The amount standing to the credit of a 
subscriber shall become payable at the time of quitting 
service or the death of the subscriber in the manner 
provided by these regu’ations. 

19. To whom refund is to be made: — The total ac- 
cumulations in the account of a subscriber less the 
amount of unrecovered advance and interest thereon, if 
any, shall be paid as follows:— 

(i) to the subscriber on his ceasing to be an em- 
ployee; 

(iil in the event of the death of the subscriber 
having made a nomination in accordance with 
fhese regulations to the nominee or nominees 
and in the event of such nominee or nominees 
pre-deceasing the subscriber, to the alternative 
nominee or nominees in the manner indicated in 
the declaration from; or 

(.iii) in the event of the death of the subscriber with- 
out having made a nomination in accordance 
with these regulations or whose nominee or 
nominees or alternative nominee or nominees 
has or have not survived the subscriber, to the 
legal heir or heirs of the subscriber on the 
production by him or them of probate or letters 
of administration evidencing the grant to him 
or them of the administration of the estate of 
the subscriber or a certificate granted under 
the Indian Succession Act, 1925, entitling the 
holder thereof to receive payment of such 
amount: — 

Provided that if the amount of such accumulation 
does not exceed rupees five thousand it may be paid to 
any person appearing to the Commissioner to be entif- 
ed to receive it. 


20. Annual statement of account. — (1) As soon as 

possible after the 31st March of each year the Com- 
missioner shall send to each subscriber, a statement 
of his account in the Provident Fund in the form set 
forth in the Third Schedule to these regulations show- 
ing the opening balance as on the 1st April of the 
year immediately preceding, the total amount credited 
as on the 31st March of the year and the closing balance 
on that date. The Commissioner shall attach to the 
Statement of account an enquiry whether the sub- 
scriber — 

(a > desires to make any alteration in any nomi- 
nation made under regulation 7, and 

(b) has acquired a family (in case where the sub- 
scriber has made no nomination in favour of 
a member of his family). 

(2) Subscribers should satisfy themselves as to the 
correctness of the annual statement and errors should 
be brought to the notice of the Commissioner within 
three months from the date of receipt of the state- 
ment. 

(3) The Commissioner, shall, if required by a sub- 
scriber, once, but not more than once, in a year, in- 
form the subscriber of the total amount standing to 
his credit in the Fund at the end of the last month 
for which his account has been written up. 

21. Interpretation.— If any question arises relating 
to the interpretation of these regulation it shall be 
referred to the Central Government for decision.
